MAYS LANDING,.N. J., Dec. 6.— 
The positive identification of Willis 
Beach, Vineland poultry dealer, by a 
witness as the man he had seen run- 
ning from the woods near Hammon- 
ton where Dr. William Lilliendahl 
was killed .on.Sept..15, was the high 
point of . today’s session, . during 
which testimony was concluded.. The 
fate of Beach and Mrs. Margaret 
Litliendahl,“who are on trial here for 
the murder of the woman’s husband. 
will almést certainly be in the hands 
of the juryof five women-and seven 
men ‘tomorrow afternoon. * 

The identification .-was .made ws 
Harry F. Sanderson, aluminum ware 
salesman, who was recalled to ‘the 
stand after. the cross-examination of 
Mrs; -Lilliendahl had been completed. 
Sanderson, at his previous appear- 
ance on the stand, testified that all 
he could say was that Beach looked 
like the man he saw about the time 
of the murder running..out of the 
woods along. the: ; Atsion. Road... The 
prosecution had ‘expected him to 
make his identification positive and 
when-he failed to do so&n investiga- 
tion was begun. 


Intimidated; Says Salesman. 


i morning. the red-faced. sales- 
man from Sidney, Ohio, said he was 
positive the man he saw was Beach. 
Afterward, outside the court room, 
he said he had wavered at first be- 
cause he -had been “intimidated.” 
The action of John J. Gregory Jr., 
defense detective, in waving an 
aluminum frying pan at him when 
he was first on the stand to remind 
him of a party in. New York con- 
stituted part of this intimidation, he 
declared, and went on to say that he 
had resumed his place as a witness 
to identify Beach positively because 
he ‘‘wanted to do-his duty by- te 
State.”’ 

Whether any action will be taken 
as the result of Sanderson’s asser- 
tions, which have been put in affi- 
davit form and filed with Supreme 
Court Justice Luther A: Campbell, 
who is presiding at the tria], will not 
be determined until the trial ends, 
according to S. Cameron Hinkle, 
Assistant Prosecutor in charge of the 
case.- It is unlikely that nan arrest 
will be made. 

It was under the ‘continued quiet 
cross-examination of Mr. Hinkle that 
Mrs. Lilliendah] occupied the witness 
box ‘briefly at the beginning of the 
day, The widow again wept and 
again showed her hostility to the as- 
sistant prosecutor, but. fot so mark- 
edly as yesterday. -To -the end she 
clung to her story that her hus-und 


hid been killed by two negro hold-up 
men. 


Widow Expresses Confidence. 

When Mrs. Lilliendahl’s cross-ex- 
amination ended abruptly and the 
widow resumed her place at the de- 
fense table, she sat there near her 
co-defendant and *watched with in- 
terest the numerous witnesses who 
succeeded her. She smiled and as- 
serted her confidence when the tak- 
ing of testimony ended and arrange- 
ments were made for summing up by 
the attorneys tomorrow, as well as 
the charge to the jury, which, it 4 
expected, will take from four to five 
hours. 

Once during the day, however, Mrs.. 
Lilliendah] manifested some concern. 
That was when the State producéd.a 
man whose story contradicted flatly 
a part of her story of her activities 
on the day of the murder. The wo- 
man, asked to recount everything 
she had done that day, said-she had 
not left her home in her automobile 
that morning until about 8:45 o'clock. 

The State’s rebuttal witness, Leon 
Morris, a Vineland - clothing ‘ sales- 
man, swore that:on the morning of 
Sept. 15 he saw Mrs. Lilliendah]! driv- 
ing in her car at, least five miles 
uway from her home at 10 minutes 
to 8. Morris was. positive .the wo- 
man he saw was Mrs. Lilliendahl, 
and Robert -H. McCarter, senior 
counsel for the widow, was unable 
to shake him.

FIRST GOLD SHIPPED 
TO LONDON SINCE 1914 


Wall St. Surprised, Believing 
Sterling Had Not Yet Reached 
the Transfer Point. 


$1,000,000 IN COIN SENT 


Today’s Shipment Is Seen as'a 
Forerunner of.a Liberal Move- 
ment to England. 


“ Gold is moving from New York to 
London. today for the first time since 
1915. The: possibility that part of 
the huge hoard of the metal accumu- 
lated in this country since the war 
might be drained off to England has 
figured in Wall Street calculations 
for weeks because of the sensational 
advance in sterling exchange, but 
the announcement yesterday that a 
shipment actually had been arranged 
came as a surprise in the financial 
district. Virtually all foreign ex- 
change experts had agreed that ster- 
ling still had at. least half a eeént 
further to advance before the trans- 
fer of gold from New: York to Lon- 
don would become profitable; 

The shipment amounts to $1, 000,000 
and is being made by the Taterna- 
tional Acceptance Bank; Inc., to a 
correspondent jin London. The gold 
was. removed yesterday from the 
vaults of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York for forwarding’ on the 
steamship Aquitania, sailing today. 
It is in, the form of coin. Although 
the amount is small, it loomed large 
in importance in Wall Street because 
of the possibility that it may be the 


forerunner of a liberal movement of 
gold from here to London, which 
would be expected to influence the 
course. of credit conditions and 
money rates in this country. Large 
amounts of gold already have .been 
moving out of the country, princi- 
pally’ to South America and Canada, 
and. several European exchanges in 
addition to sterling have risen re- 
cently to heights that indicated the 
possibility of exports to number of 
European countries. 


New Rise in Sterling. 


The gold shipment was announced 
coincidentally*with a‘new advance in 
sterling, which placed th rate at its 
highest since before the war. The 
sterling rate was quoted at $4.88 9-32. 


Most bankers who have studied ‘the 
question have sajd that gold comd 
not move profitably from New York 
to London until sterling reached at 
presuming that the 
gold would be taken directly by the 
Bank of England. at the Bank’s buy- 
ing rate, which is. now about 84 shil- 
lings 9% pence per ounce. This cal- 
culation of the gold shipping »0int 
was reached after complicated 
studies of the situation which have 
occupied the foreign exchange de- 
partments of the large New York 
banks for weeks.’ The chief deter- 
mining: factors are the 
freight, insurance and loss of inter- 
est while the gold is at sea, but 
many other items exter, such as 
cooperage, .cartage and brokers’ 
commissions at the point of destina- 
tion. The latest calculation of* the 
gold point was based on a recent 
reduction in ocean freight rates by 
the large steamship companies. The 
freight. rate has been moved down 
from three-eighths of 1 per cent.: to 
three-twentieths of 1 per cent. on 
shipments of $1,000,000. or over. 

The International Acceptance 
Bank, Inc., ‘announced no details of 
the shipment, except , that it was a 
“‘special..transaction.’’. This might 
mean either that it was an opera- 
tion undertaken regardless of ex- 

e rates, such as is sometimes 
done when a special need for gold 
arises, or that some elimination or 
reduction of an ‘item of cost had 
been accomplished that would enable 
the fixing of a new gold export point 
for gold. If the latter were the case 
it would be of the utmost importance 
in. influencing ‘future ':movements. 
The ground has been gone over so 
thoroughly, however, that it is con- 
sidered doubtful if any item of cost 
could’ have’ been overlooked by the 
foreign, exchange fraternity. 

The possibility that. the shipment 
might be made at a slight loss was 
expressed in Wall Street. It is cal- 
culated that, using the generally ac- 
cepted figures, a shipment could 
have been made at yesterday's ster- 
ing rate with a loss of abou’ $1,000.

GENEVA, Dec.’ 6.—Without wait- 
ing for the arrival of Marshal Pil- 
sudski of Poland, the ‘‘Big Five” of 
the League of Nations Council to- 
night decided to bing up the 
Lithuanian-Polish dispute formally 
in the .Council meet'ng‘ tomorrow 
morning and press for an imme: iate 
settl:ment. The leaders also agreed 
on the main lines the settlement 
should take. It seclared -hat Baron 
Adatchi, the delegate of Japan, is 
best fitted to act as raporteur, or 
even. as the League's mediator if 

necessary. 

The latest news from Warsaw is 
that Marshal Pilsuds:.. will not ar- 
rive here before Friday, so:unless the 
seven minor members of the Courcil 
upset the present well-laid schemes 
of the representatives of the great 
powers, he may find that he has had 
the voyage for:nothing. 

A reason for ‘the haste is that, with 
postponement .of action on the Ru- 
manian-Hungarian. ..-dispute. . until 
March, the ‘‘big five,’” representing 
Britain, 1 rance, Germany, Italy and 
Japan, all desire if possible to end 
the sessions. Saturday. 

4 call went forth lete this’ after- 
noon <or the leaders of the Council 
to assemble in Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s apartment in the Hotel 
Beau Rivage. Lady Chamberlain,

Substance of Agreement Sought. 


The agreement in substance is that 

the present state of war between 
Lithuania and Poland being theoreti- 
cal instead of practical, it must cease 
forthwith and each nation accredit 
a diplomeatie representative to the 
other. 
cil proposes to examine the problem 
of the ownership of Vilna. 
M. Waldemaras at first objected to 
this, until M. Briand pointed out 
that the League would recognize at 
the .present session that a dispute 
as to the ownership of Vilna does 
exist. [Poland has refused to admit 
that any doubt exists as to Vilna, 
seized in 1920 and conceded to Poland 
by the Council of ‘Ambassadors. ] 
The Council leaders further propose 
that a commission be appointed by 
the League to visit both countries 
and also the city of Vilna. 

Expectations are that Marshal Pil- 
sudski, if he arrives in time, may 
take exception to such procedure. 
Nevertheless, the prediction is that 
the League leaders, now firmly con- 
vinced that the dispute has gone far 
enough, will act at the gresent ses- 
sion.

6.—President 
Coolidge ‘sent to Cangress "today a 
message declaring that in spite of a 
prosperity never éxeeeded this coun- 
try must continue to practice stern 
self-denial in public expenditures’ in 
order to rid the nation of its great 
be Rem Abes(- Mims (-1c) Manat) MME Berlelttohatst-ammar) 
$17,975,000,000. The message was read 
in both Senate and House. 

The Chief Executive dealt with 
major problems of government, in- 
cluding. farm relief, flood control, 
taxation, the army and navy, prohi- 
bition, foreign relations, the mer- 
chant marine and inland naviga- 
tion. 

While the communication was. not 
marked by any _ spectacular _pro- 
nouncements,* the recommendations 
on some subjects, notably farm relief 
and flood control, elicited sharp criti- 
cism on the part of several Senators 
and Representatives from the agri- 
cultural section, who- felt that it 
failed to assure adequate relief. A 
declaration that the Shipping Board 
too often yielded to pressure to pro- 


tect private interests. also caused 
much comment. 


Also Opposes a Farm Subsidy. 


The farm problem,. Mr. Coolidge 
contended, could never be solved by 
price-fixing or subsidy, and this was 
taken to. mean that he was still rig- 
idly. opposed to the McNary-Haugen 
bill and would be against a subsidy 
such as suggested by Senator Brogk- 
hart of Iowa. The Government, he 
stated, could assist farmers in the 
orderly marketing of théir products, 
as a first step, by the establishment 
of a .'ederal board: provided with a 
revolving fund from: which ‘it: could 
lend at a moderate rate of interest. 

Mr. Coolidge urged local govern- 
ments to practice strict economy. be- 
cause, although the Federal Govern- 
ment has ‘‘almost entirely relieved 
the farm from income taxes,’’ State 
and local taxes still bear heavily upon 
the farmer. He argued. at some 
length that agriculture would be 
hurt rather than.aided by a reduc- 
tion of the tariff on industry. 

Flood control legislation, the Pres- 
regen’ contended, should be confined 
oF, the present Congress to the lower 

ississ(ppi, and tributaries to the 
great river should be considered only 
so far as they affect the main flood 
problem. He opposed permitting the 
Mississippi construction to be made 

‘a vehicle for other projects,’ thus 
stating his disapproval of, efforts ‘to 
attach legislative riders. 


For ‘‘Generous” Flood: Relief. 
Although .Mr. Coolidge regarded 
the Mississippi flood as ‘‘a national 
disaster,’”’ and proclaimed the will- 
ingness of .the Government.to pro- 


vide’*‘generous relief,’’ he added that 
the Government could not reimburse 
citizens for ‘loss or damage incurred 
through disaster of the elements.

President’s Speech to Committee. 


The President’s address to the Na- 
tional Committee was as follows: 


Mr. Chairman and members of the 
committee: 

You are the Republican National 
Committee which came into exis- 
tence at the time I was nominated 
and elected President of the United 
States. Most of you took an active 
part in the conduct of that cam- 
paign. Both the primary and the 

- election were under the immediate 
direction of the present Chairman, 
William M. Butler. 

These contests have always been 
a matter of much pride to me for 
the clean and honorable way in 
which they were made. They set 
a high standard in the manage- 
ment of political campaigns. For 
efficiency. in operation, for the 
cleanness in finances, for a com- 
prehensive covering of the political 
field, the election of 1924, which 
was made under your direction, 
stands out unsurpassed. 

I feel that I ought to declare in 
this presence what I know, and 
what you must know, that too 
much credit for these results can- 
not be given to your Chairman, 
William M. Butler. In the deli- 
cate matter of assisting the women 
to take part in their first full Presi- 
dential campaign he had the ve 
able assistance of Mrs. Alvin 
Hert. 

One of my chief desires in greet- 
ing you at the White House was 
the privilege of expressing to you 
in a somewhat formal way the ap- 
preciation that I have for the work 
which is done by political commit- 
tees. For myny years I was a 
member of the City Committee of 
Northampton and at one time its 
Chairman. For years I was in

We have an enormous national 
debt, more than two-thirds of 
which still remains unpaid.. There 
is no greater constructive action 
than to provide for its speedy re- 
tirement. Already it has cost the 
country over $8,000,000,000 in inter- 
est alone. This is about as much 
as we have paid on the principal. 
Putting our finances in good con- 
dition, eliminating waste, has en- 
abled the National Government 
constantly to reduce taxes while 
almost every State and local Gov- 
ernment is er rhe, | for new 
sources of revenue and increasing 
its taxes and debt. This means 
new handicaps on agriculture and 
a new burdens on the peo- 
ple. 
A careful supervision of our re- 
sources is placing us in a position 
to meet the coming requirements 
of a progressive people. We have 
many needs in the way of internal 
improvements to be made both by 
public expense and private enter- 

rise. One of the most pressing 
is flood control in the lower Missis- 
sippi Basin. We shall be called on 
for much waterway development, 
river and harbor improvements, 
and the construction of a system 
of first-class highways. The agri- 
cultural regions will especially be 
benefited by a lower cost of trans- 
portation which these improve- 
ments would afford, . 


Peace Aim in Naval Defense Plan. 


Waterways and harbors, however, 
are useless without ships. Our 
Government operation of our mer- 
chant marine has been -helpful in 


Many ways, but it is far lacking of 
complete success. -It would” be 
much cheaper and far more bene- 
ficial to get it into private hands 
under some system of government 
support which would enable it to 
meet the lower costs of building 
and lower. rates of wages of foreign 
shipping. 

We also have our navy to main- 
tain. Within a few years replace- 
ment of capital ships°must begin. 
We should consider at once a mod- 
erate building program for cruisers 
and submarines...Our aviation sys- 
tem will need more airplane car- 
riers and our destroyer fleet will 
require, additions ‘of the leader 
type. Such a’ program will extend 
over a considerable period of years. 
It does not involve us in any com- 
petition with other countries, , but 
will simply provide us with a de- 
fensive navy. ;

The question of how and when 
we should build up our future navy 
to a full nebo & strength would be 
for ourselves: to decide. At pres- 
ent, we should contemplate neither 
superiority nor inferiority, but 
merely provide for our own needs. 

But, whatever arms we may have, 
it should be known to all the world 
that they are instruments of peace. 
No one need fear from them any 
aggression. Every one may regard 
them as a guarantee of stability 
and a contribution to the peace of 
an enlightened civilization. 


Maintaining Living Standards. 


We have placed a great deal of 
importance in this country on the 
standards of living. We have sought 
for a large production of wealth in 
order that there might be a wide 
distribution of wealth. We have 
been willing to pay good prices for 
commodities in order that there 
might be high wages for those who 
produce them. 

Under this system we have come 
into mass production, because we 
have provided the people with suf- 
ficient money to secure mass con- 
sumption. This has greatly reduced 
the unit cost of almost all kinds of 
rofeyeebestelost atl Mam (ome Ast RAMA sl-Mae) we tbet: Said 
family can have a great variety not 
only of the. necessaries but of the 
comforts, conveniences and even 
the luxuries of life. 

We want these conditions to exist 
for those who dwell on the farm or 
in the city, for the common laborer 
as well as the skilled artisan. This 
is the.ideal for which advocates of 
economic reform have always been 
striving. It has been the subject 
of endless agitation and legislation. 

We are lately coming to realize 
that this result can be secured not 
by economic reform but by eco- 
nomic development. Encourage 
agriculture, industry and business 
generally so that they can be op- 
erated profitably. Give them pro- 
tection from foreign competition 
and they will afford adequate in- 
come out of which high rates will 
be paid to their wage earners and 
a fair return to their owners. 

There is no other practical way 
to carry into the American home 
the economic independence which 
ought to be the Jot of our citizens 
in general, and that happiness 
which should come from. an indus- 
trious life. Because we have not 
sought to secure these ends through 
fantastic government intervention, 
they are none the less the results 
of the great American. experiment 
of insisting that the people have 
the power to work out their own 
destiny, which makes them per- 
sonally responsible for their own 
success. 

No higher honor, no greater 
recognition of their innate sover- 
eignty, their right to be free, can 
be conferred upon the people than 
the assertion of their duty to pro- 
Aa = themselves with self-govern- 
ment. 


Unity of. Contributive Elements. 


While we are working toward 
this high ideal, we know it has not 
been fully attained, ‘The world is 
full of unavoidab’e accidents. We 
are often times sufferers from the 
violence of the elements and from 
bodily infirmities. The human race 
constantly needs the ministrations 
of charity. Out of our abundance 
our country has provided a chari- 
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: tly 
pléased” to know that they “ean 
rely on the sources of wealth in 
their..own. country. to. provide for 
their needs. 

The older and more stable locali- 
ties. should. look. with satisfaction 
on having as part of our count 
..places. still dominated by the rest- 
‘less; enterprising spirit of the pio- 
neer, sometimes indulging in agita- 
tion, but in the. end forming sound 
opinions. . Agriculture, industry, 
transportation and finance should 
realize that..they are interdepen- 
dent and that each may prosper by 
extending its service to the others. 

In the immediate past certain ele- 
ments of agriculture have appar- 
ently been behind in the benefits of 

rosperity that others have en- 
ere 9 MU ct NAM DbebcemAbbet-Ra-Msrepelobinleyel 
has been gradually disappearing, 
until just at present agriculture as 
a whole is better circumstanced 
than some sections of industry. 

If we do not permit selfishness to 

revail, if we do not all undertake 
o make all the money there is in 
the country in one year, but are 
willing to proceed with moderation, 
intent on fair dealing, our eco- 
nomic prosperity should go on in- 
definitely. 


Protection of the Home Market. 


The greatest commercial advan- 
tage, both for agriculture and in- 


dustry, lies in our enormous home 
market. It is the breadth of this 
market which has encouraged mass 
production on the farm and in the 
factory. So long as our own people 
have an advantage in this market 
they will have an advantage in the 
world. .No other nation has’ any-; 
thing like it, ; 

That advantage is secured by the 
policy of a protective tariff. If 
that were removed, mass produc- 
tion in other countries, where the 
cost of the plant and the rate of 
wages are far less than in America, 
would have an opportunity to de- 
velop, because it would then have 
substantial equality in access to 
our own market where it undoubt- 
edly could undersell domestic pro- 
duction. We should have to reduce 
our peopie ana our property to 
their levels.in order to meet their 
competition. Otherwise we should 
be forced out of business. 

Yet our present tariff rates do 
not, nor do we wish them to, close 
our markets to great bodies of im- 
ports. Last year about $3,000,000,- 
000 worth of imports came in en- 
tirely free of duty. This was near- 
ly two-thirds of our entire imports. 
It is impossible to conceive how 
we can better contribute to the 
balance: of, trade in .the. world 
than to support a policy that makes 
our country prosperous, so that our 
people can purchase our domestic 
products and have a balance with 
which to enjoy the diversity of the 
necessaries and the luxuries that 
are produced in foreign countries. 

Under this policy we have done 
well for our own people, have not 
only taken large supplies from 
other countries, but have been able 
to furnish them with the capital 
and credit they so much need out 
of the surplus of our own pros- 
perity. 

World Policy of Fair Dealing. 


While our country does not in- 
dulge itself in any desire to take 


charge of civilization, it has be- 
come the foremost nation of the 
world in the assistance and the 
service which it renders to other 
people. There is nowhere a more 
devoted advocate of peace, no 
other great power from whom 
small nations feel such an abso- 
lute security from aggression. 

We are solicitous for the rights 
of our Government. and our na- 
tionals, but we do not support 
them by indulging in a truculent 
attitude. We are Diet as solicitous 
to guard the rights of others from 
our own intrusion as we are to 
guard our own. 

We are not engaging in punitive 
activities. We have restored the 
damages paid us by China, pur- 
sued a like policy with Persia, have 
already returned hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars of German and 
Austrian property and shall] un- 
doubtedly return the balance at a 
considerable sacrifice to our own 
treasury. We have settled our dif- 
ferences with other nations by 
means of claims commissions and 
resort to arbitration. In 115 years 
we have been only three times en- 
gaged in foreign conflict. Two of 
these did not rise to great im- 
portance and caused but small loss 
of life. 

Our ways are the ways of peace. 
We have earnestly sought and are 
continuing to seek to extend a pol- 
icy of limitation of armaments, 
which we established by our own 
enormous sacrifices. We shall ex- 
plore all suggestions made for fur- 
ther covenants and enter into them 
when we reasonably can, which 
would add security to the peace of 
the world. 


Support of Legitimate Enterprise. 


Efforts will constantly be made 
to break down the system which 
has built up our general welfare. 


Some of us will be selffish enough 
to attempt to sacrifice the interests 
of the rest of us. Our party has 
adopted a policy of supporting all 
legitimate enterprises. While we 
believe the welfare of the people in 
general should have our first con- 
sideration, we also have the sup- 
plementary desire of promoting the 
welfare of finance. 

We wish our banking institu- 
tions to be strong and profitable, 
in order that they may serve the 
needs of the nation. We believe 
they should assist other people in 
supplying. their credit require- 
ments. We do not, however, think 
this should be done by sacrificing 
any other desirable domestic inter- 
est. We could not look with favor 
on putting in jeopardy our indus- 
try, or our agriculture, to serve the 
needs of foreign debtors. Here 
again we must maintain an even 
balance, while looking first to the 
welfare of our own people. 

These are some of the principles 
of great importance to this nation, 
which destiny has especially in- 
trusted to the guardianship of the 
party which we represent. It is one 
of the greatest responsibilities that 
ever developed upon a political or- 

anization. We should keep our

(A) If any corporation, however 
created or organized, is formed or 
availed of for the purpose of pre- 
venting the imposition of the sur- 
tax upon its shareholders through 
the medium of permitting its gains 
and profits to accumulate instead

Provisions of the Revenue act with

Section 421. Automobile tax. 
Section 600 (1) of the Revenue

Regulation of Refund. 


Section 422. Refund of auto- 
mobile tax to manufacturer, pro- 
ducer or importer. 

(a) Where prior to the date of 
the enactment of this act any 
article subject to the tax imposed 
by Section 600 (1) of the Revenue 
act of 1926 has been sold by the 
manufacturer, producer or import- 
er, and is on such date held by a 
dealer and intended for sale, there 
shall be refunded to the manufac- 
turer, producer or importer an 
amount equal to 1% per centum of 
the price for which such article 
was sold by him, or, if the tax has 
not been paid, an amount equal to 
such 1% per centum shall be cred- 
ited against the tax in respect of 
such article. 

(b) As used in this section the 
term ‘‘dealer’’ includes a whole- 





saler, jobber or distributer. For 
the purposes of this section, an 
article shall be considered as ‘‘held 
by a dealer” if title thereto has 
passed to such dealer (whether or 
not delivery to him has been 
made), and if for purposes of con- 
sumption title to such article or 
possession thereof has not at any 
time been transferred to any per- 
son other than a dealer. . 

(ce) Under regulations prescribed 
by the Commissioner, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary, the refund 
provided by this section (1) may 
be applied as a credit against the 
tax shown by subsequent returns 
of the manufacturer, producer or 
importer, and (2) may be made to 
the dealer instead of to the manu- 
facturer, producer or importer, if 
the manufacturer, producer or im- 
porter waives any claim for the 
amount so to be refunded. 

(d) Wken the refund or credit 
proveded for in this section has 

een allowed to the manufacturer, 
producer or importer, he shall re- 
mit to the dealer to whom was sold 
the article in respect of which the 
refund or credit was allowed, so 
much of that amount of the tax 
corresponding to the refund or 
credit as was paid or agreed to 
be paid by the dealer. Upon the 
failure of the manufacturer, pro- 
ducer or importer to make ~such 
remission he shall be liable to the 
dealer for damages in “1e amount 
of three times the amount thereof, 
and the Court shall include in any 
judgment in favor of the dealer in 
any suit for the recovery of such 
damages, costs of the suit and a 
reasonable attorney’s fee to be 
fixed by the Court. 


Status of the Vendee. 


Section 423. Refund of auto- 
mobile tax to vendee. 

(a) If (1) any person has, prior 
to Jan. 1, 1928, made a bona fide 
contract with any other person for 
the sale or lease, after the enact- 
ment of this act, of any article in 
respect of which a tax is imposed 
by Section 600 (1) of the Revenue 
act of 1926, as amended by this 
act, and in respect of which a cor- 
responding but greater tax was im- 
posed by such section. before its 
amendment by this act (2) the con- 
tract price includes: the amount of 
the tax imposed by such section be- 
fore its amendment by this act, 
and (3) such contract does not per- 
mit. the deduction from the 
amount to be paid thereunder: of 
the whole of the difference be- 
tween the tax imposed by such sec- 
tion before its amendment by this 
act and the tax imposed by such 
section after its amendment by this 
act, then the vendor or lessor shall 
refund so much of the amount of 
such difference as is not so per- 
mitted to be deducted from the 
contract price. : 

(b) If (1) any manufacturer, 
producer, or importer of automo- 
bile bodies has, prior to Jan. 1, 
1928, made a bona fide contract 
with a manufacturer or producer 
of automobilees for the sale or 
lease, after the enactment of this 
act, of an automobile body, (2) 
the contract price includes the 
amount of the tax imposed by sec- 
tion 600 (1) of the Revenue act of 
1926 before its amendment by this 
act, and (3) such contract does 
not permit the deduction from the 
amount to be paid thereunder, of 
such tax, then the vendor or lessor 
shall refund to the vendee or les- 
see so much of the amount of such 
tax as is not permitted to. be de- 
ducted from the contract price. 

(c) Any refund by the vendor or 
lessor under subsection (a) or (b) 
shall be made at the time the sale 
or lease is consummated. Upon 
the failure of the’ vendor or lessor 
so to refund, he shall be liable to 
the vendee or lessee for damages 
in the amount of three times the 
amount of such refund, and the 
court. shall include in.any judg- 
ment in favor of the vendee or 
lessee in any suit for the recovery 
of such damages, costs of the suit 
and a reasonable attorney’s fee to 
be fixed by the court. 


With Regard. to Accessories. 
Section 424. Refund of Automobile 
Accessories Tax. 

No refund shall be made of any 
amount paid by or collected from 











any manufacturer, producer, or 
importer in respect of the tax im- 
posed by subdivision (3) of section 
600 of the Revenue act of 1924, or 
subdivision (3) of section 900 of the 
Revenue act of 1921 or of the Rev- 
enue act of 1918— 

(a) Except pursuant to. a judg- 
ment of a court in an action duly 
begun prior to Feb. 28, 1927; or 

(b) Unless it is established to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner 
that such amount was in ‘excess of 
the amount properly payable upon 
the sale or lease of an article sub- 
ject to tax, or that such. amount 
was not collected, directly or in- 
directly, from the purchaser or les- 
see, or that such amount, although 
collected from the purchaser or 
lessee, was returned to him prior 
to Feb. 28, 1927; or 

(c) Unless the Commissioner cer- 
tifies to the proper disbursing of- 
ficer that such manufacturer, pro-

PART IV.—SPECIAL TAXES. 


Section 431. Taxon Use of Foreign-

Section 702 of the Revenue act 
of 1926 is amended by adding after 
the end of the first paragraph a 
new paragraph to read as follows: 

“On and after July 1, 1928, the 


rates shall be as follows: Yachts, 
pleasure boats, power boats, motor 
boats with fixed engines, and sail- 
ing boats, of over five net tons, 
length over thirty-two feet and not 
over fifty feet, $10 for each foot; 
length over fifty feet, and not over 
100 feet, $20 for each foot; length 
over 100 feet, $40 for each foot; 
except that the increase in rates 
shall not apply to a yacht or other 
boat built, or for the building of 
which a contract was entered into, 
before Dec. 1, 1927.’’ 


Section 432. Tax on Narcotics. 


The fourth paragraph of section 
1 of the act entitled ‘‘An act to 
provide for the registration of, 
with collectors of internal revenue, 
and to impose a special tax upon 
all persons who produce, import, 
manufacture. compound, deal in, 
dispense, sell, distribute, or give 
away opium or coca leaves, their 
salts, derivatives, or preparations, 
and for other purposes,’’ approved 
Dec. 17, 1914, as amended, is 
amended to read as follows, effec- 
tive July 1, 1928: 

“Importers, manufacturers, pro- 
ducers, or compounders, $24 a 
year; wholesale dealers, $12 a 
year; retail dealers, $6 a year; 
physicians, dentists, veterinary 
surgeons, and other practitioners 
lawfully entitled to distribute, dis- 
pense, give away, or administer 
any of the aforesaid drugs to owl 
tients upon whom they in the 
course of their professional, prac- 
tice are in attendance, shall pay 
$1 each year or fraction thereof 
during which they engage in any 
of such activities.” 


Leaders Plan to Speed Measure. 


House leaders plan to call up the 
tax cut bill on Friday if possible, and 


certainly no later than Saturday. 
Just how long the general debate will 
run on the measure has not been 
determined. 

The bill will be. passed late next 
week if the present plans of the 
leaders do not go awry. They want 
to get it to the Senate as soon before 
the holidays as possible. Moreover, 
they want the bill to pecome a law 
by March 15, when the first quar- 
terly payments under the income tax 
law will become collectable. 

The bill deals, in the main, with 
corporation, automobile club dues 
and other taxes, but does not affect 
the normal or the surtax rates of the 
existing law. 

All tax cuts other than those 
affecting corporations would become 
effective pores? days after the ap- 
proval of_the: bill if the Senate con- 
curs in this provision of the bill. The 
corporation reduction. would apply 
on 1927 income. Indications are that 
the Ways and Means Committee will 
order a favorable report on the bill 
tomorrow or Thursday. 

The deficiency bill comes up for 
debate tomorrow and when it has 
been passed, the tax measure will be 
debated. Following action on the 
tax bill, the House will proceed to 
the consideration of the Administra- 
tion measure proposing an adjust-

Deficiency Bill Asks $198,876,264. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (4).—The 
first Deficiency bill, calling for an 
expenditure of $198.876,264, was 
handed to the House today by the 
Appropriations Committee.

Items for Naval Expenditure. 


Other items were $10,800,000 to pay

The specific items in the army 
housing appropriation included Scho- 
field Barracks, Hawaii, hospital, 
$260,000; Camp Lewis, Washington, 
$230,000; Camp Devens, Massachu- 
setts, hospital, $300,000; Selfridge 
Field, Michigan, $72,000; Fort Mon- 
mouth, New Jersey, $87,000; Fort 
Sill, Oklahoma, $72,000; Fort Riley, 
Kansas, $72,000; March Hield, Cali- 
fornia, barracks, $550,00@; officers’ 
quarters, $750,000; Fort Jay, Gover- 
nors Island, New York, $1,086,000.

SEES ‘TEETH’ PUT IN TAX LAW. 


Expert Commends Standards Set Up 
for Undistributed Surplus. 


The putting of teeth into the sec- 
tion of the new revenue act which 
provides for a tax on undistributed 
surplus is the most far-reaching 
change in the administrative fea- 
tures of taxation in the proposed 
measure now before Congress, it was 
said yesterday by Godfrey N. Nel- 
son, tax counsel, of 1,475 Broadway. 

Although the undistributed surplus 
tax has been a part of the law for 
about ten years, Mr. Nelson declared, 
there have been no definitely pre- 
scribed standards by which the Gov- 
ernment was to measure taxable sur- 
plus. In the new revenue bill the 
taxable surplus is reckoned on the 
basis of a personal holding corpora- 
tion’s i-----> and not simply on its 
excess over the ‘ordinary needs” of 
the company. The aim particularly 
is to catch individuals who attempt 
to escape payment of surtaxes by or- 
ganizing holding companies. 

“Section 220 of the existing law,”’ 
Mr. Nelson said, ‘‘provides for an 
undietributed surplus tax. It does 
not however, provide for the admin- 
istration of that section. ‘fhe pro- 
posed law by the administrative fea- 
tures tends to add teeth to the en- 
forcement of it.” 

Mr. Nelson also found that admin- 
istrative features with respect to the 
United States Board of Tax Appeals 
had been greatly enlarged upon. 

“‘One important provision,” he said, 
‘is that if an opportunity io be heard 
upon a age wg ven before 
any division of the board, neither the 
taxpayer nor the commission shall 
be entitled to a notice and opportu- 
nity to be heard before the board 
upon review except upon the specific 
order of the Chairman of the board. 
This provision clothes. the Special 
Advisory Commission of the Board 
of Tax Appeals with authority to 
hear and determine cases submitted 
to them. subject only to a rehearing 
by the board upon the sanction of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—A deter-

navies. 

The contest.wil} revolve,around a 
provision in the Deficiency bill, re- 
ported to the House today, for an 
appropriation of $5,635,000 to mod- 
ernize thé battleships. Oklahoma and 
Nevada, accompanied by a stipula- 
tion that no part of the amount 
shall be ‘‘expended for alterations 
to increase the ‘range of the turret 
guns of such ships.”’ 

This stipulation’ was incorporated 
in the. bill by influences in the 
Appropriations Committee headed by 

irman Madden’ and Representa- 
the French of Idaho, who are 


‘| opposed to élevation of guns on 


American battleships on the ground 
that it might be in violation of the 
spirit of the Washington treaty and 
possibly involve the United States in 


| difficulties with:Great Britain, Japan 


and other signatories. 
The provision for modernization of 
the Oklahoma and Nevada was the 


| basis of long discussion in the com- 


mittee resulting in an agreement 
that members so disposed should be 
at liberty to move for a gun eleva- 
tion amendment; 


Britten to Offer Amendment; 


» Notice was given tonight by Repre- 
sentative Britten of Illinois, a Re- 


publican’ member of the MSHouse 
Naval Affairs Committee, that) he 
would offer an amendment providing 
specifically for gun elevation on the 
two ships. 

Mr. Britten takes the position that 
gun elevation would neither evade 
nor violate the spirit of the Wash- 
ington treaty ‘and contends that this 
is now recognized in_ both. Great 
Britain and Japan.’ He ‘holds that 
an appropriation for’the work would 
not lead to a protest by either. 

“As things stand,’’ said Mr. Brit- 
ten, ‘‘thirteen of our eighteen battle- 
ships are outranged by twenty Brit- 
ish battleships and by the ten battle- 
ships of Japan. Moreover, the Brit- 
ish and Japanese are speedier than 


=|the thirteen in our fleet. 


“This would put us in a terrible 
predicament in case of trouble. We 
would be in the same position as the 
Germans in the battle of Falkland 
Islands. 

‘There the ships opposing the Brit- 
ish were unable to make a hit owing 
to the superior speed of the British 
craft. So if we are called upon to 
go into an engagement at sea we 
would be outranged in large part and 
be handicapped by reason of supe- 
rior speed of an opposing force. 

‘Tf the United States is to estab- 
lish the ratio of 5-5-3 contemplated 
by the Washington treaty,.we must 
élevate the guns on all of the thir- 
teen ships now outranged and should 
start this work in the modernization 
of the Oklahoma and Nevada.”’ 


Alterations Authorized. 


In its report on the Deficiency bill, 
discussing the recommended appro- 


priation to overhaul the two battle- 
ships, the committee emphasized 
that the authorization (carried: in a 
previous act) provided that the alter- 
ations should be strictly in conform- 
ity with the provision of the Wash- 
ington treaty. 

Mr. Madden is of the opinion that 
gun‘ elevation would violate the 
treaty, and he and others of -like 
opinion will argue to that effect in 
their fight against the amendment 
to be presented by Mr. Britten. 

“In view of the fact,’”’ said the re- 

ort, “that an appropriation of 
6,500,000 was made in 1923 for in- 
creasing, the range of the turret guns 
of thirteen battleships, and repealed 
in 1924, and in view of the further 
fact that there is no doubt in the 
minds of many as to our rights to 
elevate these guns under the treaty, 
the committee has eliminated from 
the estimate of $6,575,000 the sum of 
$940,000 and has attached a_limita- 
tion to the appropriation prohibiting 
the expenditure of any part of it for 
such purpose. 

“The opportunity will thus be pre- 
sented to the House for clear-cut de- 
termination of the specific question 
of gun elevation.” 

According to Mr. Madden, the act 
of 1924 repealing the 1923 law au- 
thorizing gun elevation was passed 
on representations that Great Britain 
had not elevated guns on its ships, 
as had been represented to the House 
in 1923. 


Says Navy Favors Elevation. 
Mr. Britten is authority for the 


statement that the Navy Department 
favors elevation of the guns. This 
is borne out by testimony before the: 
Appropriations Committee by Ad- 
miral Beuret, Chief Naval Construc- 
tor. During his discussion of the 
department estimates before the com- 
mittee, Admiral Beuret was asked 
if they included gun elevation.” He 
replied in the affirmative. 

“T am not sure that you have a 
right to do that,’’ Chairman Madden 
observed 

“Tt was particularly stressed by 
the House Naval Gommittee in sub- 
mitting their repor. on the authoriza- 
tion bill,’? Admiral Beuret responded. 

Chairman Madden asked: 

‘The question arises, have we got 
any right under the treaty to do it? 
We entered into a contract obliga- 
tion.”’ 

Admiral Beuret responded: 

“The act does not specifically pro- 
vide for the elevation of the guns; 
it simply provides for alterations and 
repairs: . But the Naval Committee 
catled particular attention to the fact 
that the work included the elevation 
of the turret guns. They said they 
made special mention of that, in 
view of the previous discussion, and 
they did not desire any member to 
vote without knowing just what he 
was voting for.”’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Efforts. of 
Harry F. Sinclair, William J. Burns 
and, the other four-defendants.in the 
criminal . contempt .proceedings to 


tampering dismissed failed today, 
Justice Siddons ordering the trial of 
the case to proceed. 

The ruling caused considerable con- 
fusion among the defense, as well as 
Government counsel, when Justice 
Siddons explained that he was over- 


ruling the motion of ‘the’ defense 
‘vithout rejudice’’:and would ren- 
der his decision on the dismissal 
move ‘when the facts as to the guilt 
or non-guilt of the accused had been 
disclosed by testimony. In ‘the opin- 
ion of the lawyers, it Es befor will 
be ten days or two weeks before the 
Court renders judgment. 
The entire. court day was. devoted 
to argument by opposing counsel, 
those for the defendants emphasizing 
their position that in shadowing and 
investigating the jury no crime was 
committed. Martin W. Littleton, 
chief counsel for Sinclair,- described 
the jury tam ering charges as ‘‘pjc- 
torial allegations’? without a single 
fac* to back them up which could be 
interpreted as contempt of the court. 
The first witnesses to be called by 
the Government will be the members 
of the Fall-Sinclair trial jury, who, 
from the day they took oath, were 
trailed and investigated: by Burns 
detectives. The defendants all ad- 
mit that the jury was shadowed and 
investigated, but insist that in no in- 
stance was contact established with 
a juror or an improper proposition, 
directly. or.indirectly, submitted .to 
any member of the panel.

“Can we say these thins are not 
contempt?” he asked. ‘‘Can it be 
said that a false affidavit submitted 
to this court alleging a juror was 
tampered with by an agent of the 
United States Government is not an 
act in contempt of court? 

“It has been said here today that 
the Government has been spying on 
jurors for-one hundred years. In 
tk case of Fall and Sinclair I will 
Ss not one person was subjected to 
espionage by the~Government. If 
the defendants had reason to be- 
lieve the jury was being tampered 
with they should have brought it to 
the attention of the court. *-This is 
what Government counsel did.” 

Charles A. Douglas, of counsel for 
the Burnses, followed Mr. Gordon, 
and when he conciuded Mr. Little- 
ton closed the argument.

OPPOSITION TO COOLIDGE 


Chicigo Convention Is Likely to 
Re-elect S. H. Thompson Today 
as Answer to Message. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 6.—Organized agri- 
culture is expected to answer Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message delivered to 
Congress today by re-electing Samuel 
H. Thompson as President of the 
American Farm Bureau Federation 
at the closing session of the organiza- 
tion’s ninth annual meeting to- 
morrow. 

President Coolidge and Mr. Thomp- 
son reiterated opposing views on the 
farm relief question today. Two 
years ago Mr. Thompson was elected 
to head the farmers because he 
vigorously supported the McNary- 
Haugen measure, which has since 
been passed by Congress and vetoed 
by the President. 

Opposition to the bill is again indi- 
cated by the President in his mes- 
sage read to Congress. He does not 
like the equalization fee so strongly 
advocated by the Farm Bureau and 


other supporters of the McNary- 
Havgen measure. 


Thompson Insists on Program. 


Mr. Thompson’s answer to Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s message was a re- 
iteration of his stand on farm relief 
given in his address at the opening 
of the convention yesterday, in which 
he said that farmers wanted no 
price fixing, no Government sub- 
sidy, but insist on having a system 
of marketing that would place 
stabilization and protection costs 
equally upon the shoulders of all 
producers of the commodity. 

Speakers at today’s session dis- 
cussed various phases of the tariff, 
transportation and other topics that 
would lead to agricultural relief. 
Among them were Dr. Edgar B. 
Brossard of the United States Tariff 
Commission, John FE. Benton, So- 
licitor General, National Association 
of Railway and Untilities Commis- 
sions; Mrs. Nellie T. Ross, former 
Governor of Wyoming, and Repre- 
sentative Lister Hill of Alabama. 

Mr. Benton warned farmers of the 
attempt which he expects will be 
made at the present session of Con- 
gress to repeal the Hoch-Smith reso- 
lution directing the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to effect a change 
in the freight rate structure to per- 
mit the free movement of agricul- 
a products at the lowest possible 
rate.

“Flaman engineering,’? or ‘‘indus- | 
triel statesmanship”’ is of paramount 
importance in shaping the destiny 
of the nation, according to Charles 
If. Schwab, who delivered the presi- 
dential address at the meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers at the Engineering Societies 
Building last night. 

“One cannot reflect,’? said Mr. 
Schwab, ‘‘on the subject of human 
engineering without realizing the 
tremendous responsibility that rests 
upon management in guiding the 
destiny of mankind. 

‘Indeed we are impressed that the 
solution of this problem holds out a 
challenge to “industrial statesman- 
ship that is of paramount import- 
ance to the prosperity of our nation. 
It is a tribute to American inustrial 
management. that these principles 
have largely been recognized and 
that in this country today the parties 
to industry generally recognize their 
responsibilities and opportunities.’”’ 


‘Reasonable Wants of Labor. 


Discussing the relation of the.Ja- 
boring man to his industry, Mr. 
Schwab said: 

*‘What are these reasonable wants 
of employes, which they have a right 
to see satisfied as far as conditions 
of industry permit? I believe they 
include the payment of fair wages 
for efficient services; steady, unin- 
terrupted employment; safeguarding 
of their lives and health; good physi- 
cal working conditions; provision for 
them to lay up savings and to be- 
come partners in the business 
through stock ownership; and fi- 
nally, some guarantee of financial 
independence in old. age.

Standing before his 
fireplace in the drawing room of the 
little chateau in the country where 
he is living, he spoke for the first 
time since the death of the late Pre- 

*mier, Jonel Bratianu, and the out- 
break of the governmental crisis to 
two newspaper correspondents. He 


gave them for publication this state- 
ment: 


‘‘Rumania is now so torn by inter- 
nal quarrels that the situation is be- 
coming dangerous. The néed for.a 
central authority is apparent, and 
my love for my country compels in 
me a desire to realize the union 


which is so needed. That would be 
my task, which I would undertake 
with joy. I insist on that. By re- 
turning I wish to unite the country 
and not divide it.’’ 
rther than that Prince Carol 

would not speak for direct quotation. 

Inthe little chateau near the Loire 
Valley, which he bought some 
months ago, he is waiting for the re- 
call which he says is bound to come. 
His own common sense and the ad- 
vice of friends counsel him not to 
try to return before the time is ripe. 

‘If the Prince went back to Bu- 
charest now,’’ one of his best advis- 
ers said, ‘“‘his arrival would provoke 
a crisis. The former Government 
took the country out of King Fer- 
dinand’s coffin to put it in a nursery. 
not anticipating the death of Jonel 
Bratianu and the end of the forceful 
Tule of the Liberal Party leader. 

“But the legal situation is quite 
definite. The Prince’s son, Michael, 
is King, and whatever. Government 
is in power the legal King must be 
supported. Prince Carol’s return, 
uninvited, would necessarily provoke 
conflict, and the Prince wishes above 
all to avoid any disturbance.

City College Club Says President’s 
Stenographer Forces Silence. 


President Frederick B. Robinson 
of the College of the City of New 
York declined yesterday to comment 
on a student protest against his ac- 
tion in sending a stenographer to 
lable (-sehemb eel 1-1 Abel 4M hele Mi Co) at teel Mn ce mp a 
port speeches of undergraduates. 
The presence of the stenographer 
has been noticed since the recent re- 
vival of. the campaign against com- 
pu'sory drill. 

Two students, L: Rothenberg and 
A. Liphschitz, were suspended several 
weeks ago for making remarks disre- 
spectful to the Faculty at student 
discussions of the military courses. 
Their speeches were taken down by 
a stenogranvher from the President’s 
office. After apologizing, Rothen- 
berg was readmitted, but Liphschitz, 
who said that he recanted his re- 
marks about the Faculty but not his 
views on the drill, is still out. 

The’ protest against the action of 
the President was contained in a res- 
olution printed in The Campus of 
Dec. 2. The resolution was. passed 
last Thursday at a meeting of the 
Social Problems Club and read in 
part as follows: 

‘‘We believe that it [the President’s 
stenographer’s presence at the stu- 
dent meetings] only serves the pur- 
pose of stifling expression. any 
students who otherwise would voice 
their opinions on matters of vital 
student importance—as, for instance, 
military training at City College—are 
intimidated into silence by the fact 
that every word they utter is taken 
down in shorthand. This is obvious- 
ly a flagrant curbing of student 
opinion.”’

McBride and Cherrington Acdress 
Delegates+-Poling Demands 
Political ‘Dry Planks.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6,—With: the 
agreement téday to create an ad- 





ministrative committee charged with 
responsibility of questions of policy 
in the intervals between the meet- 


ings of the Executive Committee, of- 
ficials of the Ant Saloon Las , in 
biennial convention, sought still 
further to effect a compromise in 
the interest of harmony between the 
two schools of thought within the 
league represented by Dr. F. Scoit 
McBride, General Superintendent, 
and Dr. Ernest H. Cherrington. 

The Executive Committee meets 
oO two or three times a year, and 
in the intervals questions of impor- 
tance demanding immediate decision 
in the past were dealt with by the 
General Superintendent, and in fact 
frequently were dealt with by the 
Executive Superifitendent, the late 
Wayne B. eeler.. 

Under the new arrangement these 
matters will be decided by a com- 
mittee, the Par pages of ‘which -will 
be. finally decided upon -tomorrow. 
It will consist of five to seven mem- 
bers and include the President of 
the League, Bishop Thomas Nichol- 
son; the Gene Superintendent, 
Dr. McBride; the director-elect of 
the new Department of Education, 
Publicity and Research, Dr. Cher- 
rington, and Bishop James Cannon 
Jr. of Richmond, Va. 

The difference ‘between the two 
factions in the League was indicated 
in addresses by leaders of the old 
and new school to the delegates dur- 
ing the day. 


McBride Denounces ‘“‘Nullification.”’ 


Dr. McBride, in a speech, insisted 
that the question of prohibition en- 
forcement was not debatable, but 
came as a “challenge to constitu- 


tional government.’’ He denounced 
*‘nullification,’? and said it would be 
“shot to pieces at the ballot box’”’ by 
the election of,;dry Legislatures and 
dry officials. He called for ‘‘ a dry 
and active’ Congress -which, by 
legislation and appropriation, ‘would 
stamp out ‘‘the liquor enemy. 

“One million dol a year,” Dr. 
McBride declared, ‘‘would not be too 
much if necessary to dam up any 
spirit of lawlessness fostered by the 
outlawed liquor traffic. Lawlessness 
must be stamped. out at any cost. 
Our fathers and forefathers shed 
blood for .the~ Constitution. We 
should surely be willing to use what 
is needed of the six-and-a-half bil- 
lions of dollars prohibition is srg | 
the country annually, to maintain i 
when attacked. 

“When Congress is doing its full 

art the Administration should be 
held to’ account for results. If the 
law is not enforced the failure is in 
the Administration. We should edu- 
cate, mobilize, organize and marshal 
public sentiment so as to put into 
office, from President to Mayor, 
those: who will posi constitu- 
tional government. 

“The time is ripe for the Federal 
Government to say to New York, 
Maryland and Montana, you cannot 
take your State away from the Con- 
stitution and stay in the Union. In 
this stage of the prohibition fight 
the candidate makes the issue. The 
party that tries to ride into power 
on @ nullification platform will be 
sadly disapointed, and any man like 
‘AY Smith, Butler, Wadsworth, who 
try to ride into office with wet rec- 
ords and dry declarations, will also 
be disgracefully defeated.’’ 


Cherrington Sees ‘‘Experiment.” 

Dr. Cherrington characterized the 
Eighteenth Amendment as_ the 
‘‘greatest experinient in social wel- 
fare in modern times,’’ the begin- 
ning, not the end, of the movement 
against alcoholism. The most im- 


rtant function of this movement, 

e said, was ‘‘the dissemination of 
truth and the creation of or iza- 
tion and crystallization of public sen- 
timent.’’ 

“Frankly, I do not think any de- 
gree of enforcement, however rigid, 
however complete, would in itself as- 
sure the maintenance of prohibition. 
That can only come about through a 
convinced public sentiment,’’ Dr. 
Cherrington said. 

“My appeal to the temperance 
hosts of America is that they shall 
not at this stage be merely poli- 
ticians, that they shall not confine 
their attention to the superficial 
phases of the problem, but that they 
shall deal with the vital issues in- 
volved. If this be done, the future is 
radiant with promise that the High- 
teenth Amendment will stand and 
that the great principle which the 
Prohibition law is intended to ex- 
press will continue as a sound policy 
of free government.” 

The cause of prohibition ‘will tri- 
umph, he said, use, at the pres- 
ent tremendous rate of progress in 
general education and technical edu- 
cation among all classes of the Amer- 
ican people, long before the reaction- 
ary forces can by hook or crook wipe 
the Eighteeenth Amendment out of 
the Constitution, the on-coming gen- 
eration will be so much further ad- 
vanced in education that they will 
know the truth and the implications 
of the truth about alcohol, and that 
truth will mean freedom from bever- 
age alcohol. . 

The Eighteenth Amendment will 
remain in the Constitution because 
the principle represented in that 
amendment is a righteous principle.’’ 

Of the complete righteousness of 
the Volstead act, Dr. Cherrington 
was less firmly convinced. 

“There are few, if any, laws that 
could not be improved upon,” he 
said, ‘‘and laws by which great 
reforms, involving fundamental 


changes, are to be made effective- -

Steady 
sustained effort to carry out’ the 
mandates of Congress will be the 
policy followed.”’

ASKS ALL CRIME FIGURES. 


McAdoo Says Police Should Pub- 
lish Them, Not Only the Arrests. 


Commenting on the recent report 
of the special committee of the Na- 
tional Crime Commission, to the 
effect that this country has more 
crime than any in the world and the 
greatest lack of crime statistics, Chief 
City Magistrate William McAdoo sug- 
gested yesterday that the Police De- 
partments of the country should pub- 
lish reports on all crimes committed 
to enable the authorities of the coun- 
try to cope efficiently with criminals. 

After explaining that some time 
ago a commission appointed by the 

ayor and headed by Chief Justice 
Kernochan of Special Sessions recom- 
mended that a statistical bureau, un- 
der the Police Department, be estab- 
lished in this city which would em- 
body crime reports from the police, 
the courts and departments in charge 
of penal institutions, the Chief Mag- 
istrate said: 

‘“‘What the Crime Commission, in 
7, opinion, should insist upon is that 
all Police Departments in the vari- 
ous cities of this country should 
publish not only the crimes where 
arrests have been made, but all 
crimes known to the police. That 
means that the Police Department 
might have to state that there have 
been, say, 5,000 hold-ups and 2,000 
arrests. 

“As it is now, the public gets 2,000 
arrests. The other 3,000 hold-ups, no 
one having been arrested, do not go 
into the popes One of the results 
of this is that each city, from local 
pride, charges that the other place 
exceeds it in the number of crimes

‘‘The commission might also inquire 
whether or not the really clever, able 
and intelligent crooks and criminals 
do not pursue long careers without

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Mexican-American relations during 
the few weeks he had been in Mex- 
ico. These relations, the President 
said, were now on a firm basis of 
understanding. 

Sefior Calles made his observations 
to.a group of, Mexican.and foreign: 
newspaper correspondents on board 
the Presidential special train at San 
Luis Potosi. Mr. Morrow has been 
the guest of the President on a tour 
to inspect public works, irrigation 
and. other developments in the 
northern part of the republic. 

The President referred to Mr. Mor- 
row as ‘‘my personal friend.’’ He 
said the new envoy was a highly 
intelligent and calm observer and 
that he had won the real affection 
of the Mexican people. 


Wanted Envoy to See Works. 


Asked why he had invited Mr. 
Morrow to go on the tour, the Presi- 
dent said he had done so to give the 
Ambassador an opportunity to know 
Mexico exactly as it is and to see 
how the Government was carrying 
out its program of public improve- 
ments. 

In this way, the President added, 
Mr. Morrow could appreciate the 
complexity of the problems and the 
efforts being made by the Govern- 
ment to better conditions. The trip 
would place the diplomat in a posi- 
tion to dispel the prejudices and 
calumnies against Mexico which, he 
said, were spread by those. ignorant 
of real conditions and the true Mexi- 
can spirit. 

Regarding a rumor that the Mex- 
ican Government was arranging a 
loan for its development program, 
Sefior Calles said: 

“My Government has no intention 
of seeking a loan for its reconstruc- 
tion program which will be carried 
out with our own funds, thereby 
necessitating great economies.” 

Sefior Calles professed ignorance of 
any plans Mr. Morrow might have to 
attract foreign capital to Mexico, not 
having spoken to the Ambassador on 
that matter, he said. Regarding in- 
ternal. conditions, the President. re- 
marked: 

‘‘There is confidence in-the sta- 
bility of the Government, and the 
pacification of the country is being 
rapidly concluded. I hope that a ee the 
peatenee of the year all will 
working in harmony and peace.”

Reviewing his last three years in 
office, the President said smilingly:

Dr. Graves’s demonstration was be- 
fore members of the American Jer- 
sey Cattle Club and their guests at 
the clubhouse, 324 West Twenty- 
third Street. Much of his demonstra- 
tion was devoted to showing how de- 


sirable and undesirable characteris- 
tics in cattle are passed on from gen- 
eration to generation, disappearing 
in one and often reappearing in the 
next. He digressed, however, to show 
how mental and physical character- 
istics are handed down among hu- 
man beings. 

The machine, he said, was intended 
to show graphically the working of 
the Mendelian theory, according to 
which dominant and recessive char- 
acteristics are carried from genera- 
tion to generation in the germ plasm 
and characteristics which are hidden 
in one generation crop out in the 
next. 

“For instance,’’ said Professor 
Graves, ‘‘there is the color of the 
eyes. Brown is dominant, while blue 
is recessive. Two parents, both with 
brown eyes, can have blue-eyed chil- 
dren, but two parents having blue 
eyes can have only blue-eye 
dren. Feeblemindedness can spring

CONSTRUCTIVE ECONOMY, 


Without constructive economy 
in Government expenditures. we 
should not now be enjoying these 
results or these prospects. Be- 
cause’ we are not’ now physically at 
Wwar,. some people are disposed to 
forget, that our war debt still re- 
mains. ‘The nation must make fi- 
nan¢ial sacrifices, accompanied by 
a ‘stern self-denial in public expen- 
ditures, until we have conquered 
the disabilities of our public fi- 
nance. While our obligation. to 
veterans. and dependents is large 
and* continuing, the heavier. bur- 
den ofthe national debt is being 
steadily eliminated. 

At the end of this fiscal year it 
will be reduéed from about $26,- 
600,000,000 .to. about. $17,975,000, 000. 
Annual interest, including war sav- 
ings, will have been reduced from 
$1,055,000,000- to, $670,000,000. - The 
sacrifices of the people, the econ- 
omy of the vernment, are show- 
ing «remarkable results. They 
should be: continued for the pur- 
pose of relieving the nation of the 
burden of interest ‘and debt and 
releasing revenue for internal im- 
provements arid national develop- 
ment, ae 

Not only the amount, but the 
rate, of Government interest has 
been reduced. Callable bonds have 
been refunded and paid, so that 
during: this year ‘the average rate 
of interest on the present public 
debt for the first time fell below 4 
per cent. - Keeping the credit of 
the.nation. high. is a tremendously 
profitable operation. 


TAX REDUCTION. 


The immediate fruit of economy 
and the retirement of the public 





debt is tax reduction. The annual 
saving in interest between 1925 and 
1929 is $212,000,000. Without this, 
no. bill to relieve the taxpayers 
would be worth proposing. The 
three measures already enacted 


leave our Government revenues 
where they are not oppressive. Ex- 
emptions have been increased until 
115,000,000. people make but 2,500,- 
000 individual taxable returns, 50 
that further reduction should be 
mainly for the purpose of removing 
inequalities. The Secretary of the 
Treasury - has recommended a 
measure which would give us a 
much better balanced system of 
taxation and without oppression 
produce sufficient revenue. It has 
my complete support. : : 

Unforeseen~ contingencies requir- 
ing money are always arising. Our 
probable surplus for June 30, 1929, 
is small. <A slight depression in 
business would greatly reduce our 
revenue because’ of our present 
method of taxation. The people 
ought to take no selfish attitude 
of pressing for removing moderate 
and fair taxes which might produce 
a deficit. We must keep our bud- 
get balanced for each year. That 
is the cornerstone of our national 
credit, the trifling price we pay to 
command the lowest rate of inter- 
est of any great power in the 
world. Any surplus can be applied 
to debt reduction, and debt reduc- 
tion is tax reduction. 

Under the present circumstances 
it would be far better to leave the 
rates as they are than to enact a 
bill carrying the peril of a deficit. 
This is not a problem to be ap- 
proached in a narrow or partisan 
spirit. All of those who partici- 
pate in finding a reasonable solu- 
tion will be entitled to participate 
in any credit that accrues from it 
without regard to party. The Con- 
gress has already demonstrated 
that tax legislation can be removed 
paueyesMeltbucl ham ce}itatc-N MuerstjCCouuatejel 
into the realm of patriotic business 
principles. 

Any bill for tax reduction should 
be written by those who are re- 
sponsible for raising, managing 
and expending the finances of the 
Government. If special interests, 
too often selfish, always unin- 
formed of the national needs as a 
whole, with hired agents using 
their proposed beneficiaries as en- 
gines of propaganda, are permitted 
to influence the withdrawal of their 

roperty from taxation, we shall 
here a law that is unbalanced and 
unjust, bad for business, bad for 
the country, probably resulting in 
a deficit, with disastrous financial 
consequences. ; 

The Constitution: has given the 
members of the Congress sole au- 
thority .to decide what tax meas- 
ures shall be presented for ap- 
proval. While welcoming informa- 
tion from any quarter, the Con- 

ress should continue to exercise 

ts own judgment in a matter -so 
vital and important to all the inter- 
ests of the country as taxation. 


NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


Being a nation relying not on 
force; but.on fair dealing and good- 
will to maintain peace with others, 
we have provided a moderate mili- 
tary force in a form adapted solely 
to defense. It should be continued 
with a very generous supply of of- 
ficers:and with.the present base of 
personnel, . subject to, fluctuations 
wen may “be temporarily desir- 
able. 

The five-year program for our air 
forces is in Keeping with this:same | 
policy and commensurate with the 
notable contributions of. America 
to the:scienee.of acronautics. The 
provisions of the law lately enacted 
are being executed as fast as the 
practical difficulties of an orderly 
and stable development permit. 

While our ‘army is. small, pru- 
dence réquires : that it. should be 
kept in ‘a’ high state of. efficiency 
and provided with such sup lies as 
would t’ of, its: immediate. ex- 
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to the previous Congress failed to 
pass. -.While- mest. of the-arm 
well housed, some of it whic

IGNORE. OLD- WORLD POLICY. 


"This «country has put away the 
Old: World policy .of competitive 
armaments. .It can never be~re- 
lieved of the responsibility of ade- 
quate national defense. We have 
one treaty secured by an unprece- 
dented attitude of generosity on our 
part'for a limitation in naval. arm- 
ament. After most. careful prepa- 
ration, extending over months, we 
recently made every effort to‘se- 
cure a three-power treaty to. the 


Same end. We-were granted much 
cooperation by Japan, but we were 
unable to come to an agreement 
with Great Britain. While the re- 
sults of the conference were .of 
considerable value, they were 
miostly of a negative character. 
We know now that no agreement’ 
can be reached which will be incon- 
sistent with a considerable building 
program on our part. We are ready 
and willing to continue the prepar- 
atory investigations on the general 
subject of limitation of armaments 
which have been started under the 
auspices of the League of Nations. 

We have.a considerable cruiser 
tonnage, but a part of it is. obsolete. 
Every one knew that had a three- 
power agreement been reached it 
would have left us with the neces- 
sity of continuing our building pro- 
gram. The failure to agree should 
not cause us to build either more or . 
less than we otherwise should. Any 
future treaty of limitation will call 
on us for more ships. We should 
enter on no competition. We should 
refrain from no needful program. 
It should be made clear to all the 
world that lacking a definite agree- 
ment, the attitude of any other 
country is not to be permitted to 
alter our own.policy. 

It ‘should especially be. demon- 
strated that propoganda will not 
cause us-to change our course, 
Where there is no treaty limita- 
tion,. the size of the navy which 
America is to have will be solely 
for America to determine, No out- 
side influence should enlarge it or 
diminish it. But .it should be known 
to all that our military power holds 
no threat of aggrandizement. It 
is a guaranty of peace and security 
at home, and when it goes abroad 
it is an instrument for the protec- 
tion of the legal rights of our citi- 
zens under international law, a-ref- 
uge in time of disorder, and always 
the servant. of world peace. Wher- 
ever our flag goes, the rights of 
humanity increase. 


MERCHANT MARINE. 


The United States Government 
flect is transporting a large 
amount of freight and reducing its 
drain on the Treasury. The Ship- 
ping Board is.» constantly under 
pressure, to which it too often 
yields, to protect private .interests, 
rather than serve the public wel- 


fare. More attention should be 
given to merchant shins as.an 
auxiliary of the navy. The possi- 
bility of including their masters 
and crews in the Naval Reserve, 
with some reasonable compensa- 
tion, should be thoroughly ex-. 
plored as a method of encouraging 
private operation .of shipping. 
Public operation is not a success. 
No investigation, of which I have 
caused several to be made, has 
failed to report that it could not 
succeed or to. recommend speedy 
transfer to private ownership. Our 
exporters ang importers are both 
indifferent about using American 
ships. It should be our policy to 
keep our present vessels in repair 
and dispose of them as rapidly as 
possible, rather than wndertake 
any new construction. Their op- 
eration is a* burden on the Na- 
tional Treasury for which we are 
not receiving sufficient benefits. 


COMMERCIAL AVIATION. 


A rapid growth is taking place 
in aeronautics. .The Department 
of Commerce has charge of the in- 
spection and licensing system and 
the construction of national air- 


ways. Almost 8,000 miles are al- 
ready completed and about 4,000 
miles more contemplated. Nearly 
4,400 miles are now equipped and 
over 3,000 miles more will have 
lighting and emergency landing 
fields by next July. Air mail con- 
tracts are expectéd to cover twen- 
ty-four of these lines. Daily air- 
way flying is neurly 15,000 miles 
and is expected to reach 25,000 
miles early next year. 

yt ges for othér purposes exceed 
22, miles each day. Over “900 
airports, completed and uncom- 
pleted,. have been laid out. The 
demand for aircraft has greatly 
increased. The policy already 
adopted by the Congress is pro- 
ducing the sound development of 
this coming industry. 


WESTERN HEMISPHERE AIR 
MAIL. 


Private enterprise is: showing 
much interest in opening up avia- 
tion service to Mexico and Central 
and South America. We are 
particularly solicitous to have the 
United States take a leading part 
in this development. It is under- 
stood that the Governments of our 
sister countries would be willing to 
cooperate. Their physical features, 
the undevéloped state of their 
transportation, maké an air ser- 
vice especially adaptable to’ their 
usage.

GOOD ‘ ROADS: 

_The importance and benefit of _ 
good roads is more and more com- 
ing to be appreciated.:The national 
Governmént. ‘has been making lib- 
eral - contributions ‘to’ encourage 
their construction. ‘The results 
and benefits have been very grati- 
fying. National participation, how- 
ever, should be confined to trunk 
line systems. The national tax on 
automobiles. is‘ now nearly’ suf- 
ficient to meet, this outlay. This 
tax is’ very small, and on low 
priced cars is not*more than $2 or 
$3 each year. 

‘While ‘the advantage of -having 
good roads is very large, ‘the desire 
for.improved highways, is,not lim- 
ited t6 our own country. It should 
and does include’all the Western 
Hemisphere. The principal points 
in Canada are. already accessible. 
We ought to lend our encourage- 
ment.in any -way.we can for more 
good roads to. all the principal 
points in this hemisphere south of 
the Rio Grande. It has been our 
practice to supply these countries 
with military and naval advisers, 
when they have requested it, to 
assist them in national defense. 
The’ arts, of -peace are, even. more 
important to them and to us. 

Authority should be given by law 
to provide’ them at their request 
with engineering advisers for the 
construction of roads and bridges.

Dur- 
ing 1926 we shipped twelve times 
as many parcels, weighing twenty- 
four times as much, aS we_re- 
ceived. This convention was made 
on the understanding that ‘we 
would repeal an old law prohibit- 


cigarettes in. quantities less than 





3,000; enacted in 1866 to discourage 
smuggling, for which it has long 
been unnecessary. This law un- 
justly. discriminates against an _’ 
important industry of Cuba. . Its 
repeal has been recommended by 
the Treasury and Postoffice De- 
partments. 

Unless this is done our merchants 
and railroads will find themselves 
deprived of this large parcel- 
post business after the first of next 
March, the date of the expiration . 
of the convention, which has been 
extended ‘upon the specific under- 
standing 'that it would expire ,at 
that. time unless this legislation 
was enacted. We: purchese large 
quantities. of tobacco made! in 
Cuba.-It is not probable that our. 
purchases: would be any’ larger if 
this law .was repealed,- while it ' 
would be an advantage to’ mary 
other industries in the United 
States. 


INSULAR POSSESSIONS.’ 


Conditions in the Philippine Is- 
lands have been steadily improved. 
Contentment and good order pre- 
vail. Roads, irrigation works, har- 
bor improvements and ‘public 
buildings are being constructed. 
Public education and sanitation 
have been advanced. The Govern- 
ment is in a sound financial con- 
dition. These immediate results 
were especially due to the adminis- 
tration of Governor General Leon- 
ard Wood: The six years of his 
Governorship. marked’ ;a ‘distinct 
imptovement’in the islands and 
rank as one of the outstanding ac- 
complishments .of this distin- 
a: ed man. His death is a loss 

o the nation and the islands, 

Greater progress could be made, 
more efficiency could be put into 
administration, if the Corigress 
would undertake to. expend, 
through its appropriating ‘power, 
all.or a part of the customs. reve- 
nues which are now turned over to 
the Philippine Treasury.

AGRICULTURE. 


The past year has seen a marked 
improvement in the general condi- 
tion of agriculture. Production is 
better balanced and without acute 
shortage or heavy surplus. Costs 
have been reduced and the aver- 
age output of the worker in- 
creased. ' The level of farm prices 
has risen, while others have fallen, 
so that the purchasing power of 
the farmer is approaching a nor- 
mal tye The individual farmer 
is entitled to great credit for the 
progress made since 1921. He has 
adjusted _ his as pram Echated 
Metuelit-deMmvieleye su ARC ME) u-¢-bebb2-hA (ey et} 
and other methods improved his 
marketing. He is using authenti- 
cated facts and employing sound 
methods which other industries are 
obliged. to .use..to secure stability 
and prosperity. 

The old-fashioned haphazard sys- 
tem is being abandoned, economics 
are being applied to ascertain the 
best adapted unit of land, diversifi- 
cation ‘is being promoted, and 
scientific :methods. are. being used 
in production, and. business prin- 
ciples in-marketing. pe ier 

Agriculture has not.-fully recov- 
ered from post-war depression. 
The fact is that. economic progress 
never marches forward in a 
straight line... It goes in waves. 
One~-part: goes ahead, while 
another halts and another recedes. 
Everybody wishes agriculture to 
prosper. Any sound and workable 
proposal to help the farmer will 
have the earnest support of the 
Government. Their interests are 
not all identical. Legislation should 
assist as many: producers in as 
many -regions: as possible. It 
should (be the aim to assist the 
farmer to work out his own salva- 
tion socially and economically. No 
plan will be of any permanent 
value to him which does not leave 
ee standing on his own founda- 

ion. : 

In the past the Government has 
spent vast sums to bring land 
under cultivation. It is apparent 
that this has reached temporarily 
the saturation point. We have had 
a surplus of production and a poor 
market for land, which has only 
lately shown signs of improvement. 
The main ‘problem’ which is pre- 
sented for solution is one of dealing 
with a surplus of-production. It is 
useless to propose a temporary ex- 
pedient. ‘ What is needed is per- 
inanency and stability. Govern- 
ment price fixing is known to be 
unsound and bound to result in dis- 
aster. A Government subsidy 
would work out in the same way. 


. It cannot be sound for all of the 


people to hire some of the people 
to produce a crop which neither 
the producers.nor the rest of the 
people want. 


PRICE FIXING AND SUBSIDY. 


‘Price ,fixing .and subsidy will 
both in¢rease the surplus, instead 
of diminishing it. Putting the 
Government directly into business 
is merely a combination of sub- 
sidy and price fixing aggravated 
by political pressure. These expe- 
dients would lead logically to tell- 
ing the farmer by law what and 
how ‘much he should plant and 
where. he ,should plant it, and 
what and how ‘much he should 
sell. and where he should sell it. 
The most effective means of deal- 
ing’ with surplus crops is to re- 
duce the surplus acreage. While 
this.cannot be done by the indi- 
vidual farmer, it can be done 
through the organizations already 
in. existence, through the informa- 
tion published by the Department 
of Kgriculture, and especially 
through banks and others whu 
supply credit’ refusing to finance 
an acreage manifestly too large. 

It is impossible to provide by 
law for an assured success ana 
prosperity for all those who en- 
gage in farming. If acreage be- 
comes over-extended, the Govern- 
peat-seQMmer:bebelel Met ipbent-Mbu-tjeleetjte lita 
for it. The Government can, how- 
ever, assist cooperative associa- 
tions’ and other organizations in 
orderly marketing,;and handling a 
surplus clearly due to weather and 
seasonal conditions, in order to 
save the producer from prevent- 
able loss. 

While it is probably impossible 
to secure this result at a single 
step, and much will. have to be 
worked out by trial and rejection, 
a beginning could be made by set- 
ting up a Federal board or com- 
mission of able and experienced 
men in marketing, gran ng equal

Everything. the farmer 
uses. in farming is already on the 
free list. Nearly everything he sells 
is protected. It would seem to be 
obvious that it is better for the 
country to have the farmer raise 
food to supply the domestic manu- 
facturer than the foreign manu- 
facturer.' In one case our country 
would have only the farmer; in the 
other it would have the farmer and 
the manufacturer. 

Assuming that -Europe would 
have: more money if it sold us 
larger amounts of merchandise, it 
is not. certain it would. consume 
more food, or, if it did, that its 
purchases ‘would be made in this 
country. Undoubtedly it would re- 
sort to the cheapest market, which 
is by no means ours. The largest 
and best: and ‘most profitable’ mar- 
ket for the farmer the world is 
our own > domestic marke... Any 
great increase in manufactured im- 
ports means the closing of our own 
plants. Nothing could be worse for 
agriculture.” ; : 

robably no one expects a ma- 
terial reduction in the rates on 
manufactures while maintaining 
the rates on agriculture. A ma- 
terial reduction in either would be 
disastrous to the farmer. It would 
mean a = shrinkage of values, 
a deflation of prices, a reduction 
of wages, a general depression 
earrying our people down to the 
low standard of living in our com- 
peting countries. It is obvious that 
this would not improve but destroy 
our market for imports, which is 
best served by maintaining our 
present high purchasing power 
under which in the past five years 
imports have increased 63 per cent. 


FARM LOAN SYSTEM. 


It is exceedingly important. that 
the Federal. land and’ joint-stock 
land banks should furnish the best 
possible service for agriculture. 
Certain joint-stock banks have 
fallen into improper and unsound 
practices, resulting in the indict- 
ment of the officials of three of 
them. More money has been pro- 
vided for. examinations, and at the 
instance of the Treasury rules and 
regulations of the Federa] Farm 
Board have been revised. Harly iast 
May three of its members resigned. 
Their places were filled with men 
connected with the War Finance 
Corporation, Eugene Meyer being 
designated as Farm Loan Commis- 
sioner. The new members have 
demonstrated their ability in the 
field of agricultural finance in the 
extensive operations of the War 
Finance Cor 
stock banks 
ship. 

It is necessary to preserve the 
public confidence in this system in 
order to find a market for their 
bonds, A recent flotation was made 
at. a record low rate of 4 per cent. 
Careful supervision is absolutely 
necessa. to protect the investor 
and enable these bank to exercise 
their chief function in serving agri- 
culture. , 


MUSCLE SHOALS. 


The last year has seen consider- 
able changes in the problem of 
Muscle Shoals. Development of 
other methods show that nitrates 
can ine arom be produced at less 
cost than by the use of hydroelec- 
tric power. Extensive investigation 
made by the Department of War 
indicates that the nitrate plants 
on this. project are of little 
value for national defense and can 
probably be disposed of within two 
years. The oxidation part of the 
panes. however, should be retained 
ndefinitely. This leaves this proj- 
ect mostly concerned with power. 

It should, nevertheless, continue 
to be dedicated to agriculture. It 
is probable that this desire can be 
best served by disposing of the 
plant and applying the revenues 
received from it to research for 
methods of more economical pro- 
duction of centralized fertilizer and 
and ‘to demonstrations and other 
methods: of stimulating its use on 
the farm, but in disposing of the 
property, preference should 
given to proposals to’ use all or 
part’ of it for nitrate production 
and fertilizer manufacturing.

Flood a National Disaster. 


It is necessary to look upon’ this 
emergency aS a national disaster. 
It ha- been so treated from its in- 
ception.. Our whole people have 
provided with great generosity for 
its relief. Most of the departments 
of the Federal Government have 
been engaged in the same effort. 
Th. Governments of the afflicted 
areas, both State and municipal, 
cannot be given too high praise for 
the courageous and helpful way in 
which they have come to the rescue 
of the people. If the sources di- 
rectlv chargeable cannot meet the

should not fail to provide zenerous 
relief, : 

This, however, does not mean res- 
The Government is» not 
an insurer of its citizens against 
the hazard of the elements. We 
shall always have fidod and 
drought, heat and cold, earthquake 
and wind, lightning and tidal wave, 
which are all too constant in their 
afflictions. The Government does 
not undertake to reimburse its citi- 
zens for loss and damage incurred 
under such circumstances. It is 
chargeable, however, with the re- 
building of public works and ;the 
ehibest:bebie-Rutche@mottintame) mm a-}b(cha beta te) 
citizens from distress. 

The people in the flooded area 
and their representatives have ap- 
proached this problem in the most 
generous and broad-minded way. 
They should be met with a like 
spirit on the part of the National 
Government. This is all one coun- 
try. The public needs of each part 
must be provided for by the public 
at large. No required relief should 
be refused. An adequate plan 
should be adopted to prevent a re- 
currence of this disaster in order 
that the people may restore to pro- 
ductivity and comfort their fields 
and their towns, 

Legislation by this Congress 
should be confined to our principal. 
and most pressing problem, the 
lower Mississippi, considering trib-_ 
utaries only so far as they mater- 
ially affect the main flood prob- 
lem. A definite Federal program 
relating to our waterways was pro- 
een when the last Congress au- 

horized a comprehénsive survey 
of all the important streams of the 
country in order to provide for 
their improvement, including flood 
control, navigation, power. and irri- 
gation. Other legislation should 
wait pending a report on this sur- 
vey. 

The recognized needs of the Mis- 
sissippi should not be made a‘ ve- 
hicle. for. carrying other. projects. 
All proposals for development 
should stand.on their own merits. 
Any other method would result in 
ill-advised conclusions, great: waste 
of money, and instead of promot- 
ing would delay the orderly and 
certain utilization of our water re- 
sources. ‘ 

Very recently several of the New 
England States have suffered some- 
what similarly from heavy rainfall 
and high water. No reliable. esti- 
mate of damage has yet been com- 
puted, but it is very large. to. pri- 
vate and public property. The Red 
Cross is generously.,. undertaking 
what is needed for immediate re- 
lief,, repair and reconstruction of 
houses, restocking of domestic ani- 
mals and food, clothing and shel- 
ter. A considerable sum of money 
will be available through the reg- 
ular channels in the Department of 
Agriculture for reconstruction of 
highways. It may be necessary to 
grant sperial aid for this purpose., 

omplete reports of what is re- 
quired will undoubtedly be avail- 
able early in the session. 


INLAND NAVIGATION.

control and with the approval of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. Pending this, no adequate 
or permanent reorganization can 
be made of the freight-rate struc- 
ture. Meantime, both agriculture 
and industry are compelled to wait 
for needed relief. 

This is purely a business ques- 
tion which should be stripped of 
all local and partisan bias and de- 
cided on broad principles and its 
merits in order to promote the pub- 
lic. welfare. A. large amount of 
new construction and equipment, 
which will furnish employment for 
labor and markets for commodities 
of. both factory and farm, wait on 
the decision of this important 
question. Delay is holding back 
the progress of our country.

VETERANS. 


The care which this country has 
lavished on its veterans is known 
of all men. The yearly outlay for 
this re is about $750,000,000, 
or a the cost of running the 
Federal Government, outside of the 
Postoffice Department, before the 
World War. ‘The Congress will 
have before it recommendations of 
the American Legion, the Veterans 
of Forei Wars, and other like 
organizations, which should receive 
candid consideration. We should 
continue to foster our system of 
compensation and rehabilitation, 
and provide hospitals and insur- 
ance, 

The magnitude of the undertak- 
ing is already so large that all re- 
quests calling for further expendi- 
ture should have the most search- 
ing scrutiny. Our present system 
of pensions is already sufficiently 
liberal. It was increased the 
last Congress for Civil and Span- 
ish War veterans and widows and 
for some dependents. 

It has been suggested that the 
various Governmental agencies 
now dealing with veterans’ relief 
be consolidated. This would bring 
many advan s. It is recom- 
mended that the proper commit- 
tees of the Congress make a thor- 
ou survey of this subject,

It is recognized that 
we are independent, detached and 
can.and do take a disinterested 
position in relation to international 
affairs, Our charity embraces the 
earth. Our trade is far flung. Our 
financial favors are widespread. 
Those who are peaceful and law- 
abiding realize that not only have 
they nothing to fear from us, but 
that they can rely on our moral 
support. Proposals for promoting 
the peace of the world will have 
careful consideration. 

But we are not a people who are 
always seeking for a sign. We 
know that peace comes from hon- 
esty and fair dealing, from mod- 
ération and a generous regard for 
the rights of others. The heart of 
the nation is more important. than 
treaties. A spirit of generous con- 
sideration is a more certain defense 
than great armaments. We should 
continue to ee peace by our 
example, and fortify it by such in- 
ternational covenants against war 
as we are permitted under our Con- 
stitution to make.

FARM PLANS ..DISSATISFY 


President’s Supporters Praise His 
Handling of the Various Probe 
lems Confronting Congress.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—President 
Coolidge’s message to Congress was 
received with. both praise. and cen- 
sure. Administration . Republicans 
generally lauded the statements in 
the message but Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from the flood district of 
the eg Fp Valley were sharp in 
their criticism. Supporters of the 
McNary-Haugen bill were dissatisfied 
by the Presidential recommendations 
on farm legislation. 

Senator .Robinson of Arkansas, 
Democratic floor leader, said: 

“The President’s message relating 
to flood ‘control is ep be) 
the r-szidents of the ssippi Val- 
ley in two important particulars: 

“1. In respect to his. recommenda- 
tion that the land in flood districts 
shall bear a material portion of the 
expense to be incurred in the con- 
struction of levées ‘and other public 
works determined to be necessary. 

“No system.which..imposes a sub- 
stantial part of the cost of the works 
can be carried out for the reason, 
considering the indebtedness hereto- 
fore incurred which constitutes a tax 
burden so heavy that ft is almost 
confiscatory, that the ability to pro- 
vide funds has already been ex- 
hausted by localities most immedi- 
ately effected. 


Question of Tributaries. 


"2. The President’s suggestion that 
the tributaries be considered so far 


as they materially affect the main} 


flood problem does not take into ac- 
count the fact that the flood of 1927 
was largely due to the enormous 
amount of water brought into the 
Mississippi River below Cairo by the 
principal lower tributaries. 

“It will be impossible to safeguard 
against a recurrence of the great 
disoster of the present year without 
dealing with these tributaries. There 
is a real danger that half-way meas- 
ures will be adopted now as they 
have been in the past. If the flood 
problem in the Mississippi Valley is 
national rather than local, the Gov- 
ernment should pay the cost of such 
work as may be required. Of course, 
where the public works constructed 
may be utilized in part for other 
purposes, as May be the case of res- 
ervoirs, a different rule may be ap- 
plied.

VIENNA, Dec. 6.—Richard Strauss, 
the opera .composer, narrowly es- 
caped death in a railroad accident at 
Siegmundsherberg last night in which 
one man was killed and twenty-six 
persons, including Frau.

The Berlin express, which. Dr. 
Strauss and his wife boarded at Dres- 
den, ran into the rear end of a 
freight train which, owing to loco- 
motive defects, had been obliged to 
slow down.

Contrary to expectation, and de- 
parting from what he apparently 
had originally in mind, President 
COOLIDGE decided yesterday, in his 
address to the Republican National 
Committee, to make an end of what- 
ever ambiguity had been attached 
to his famous statement of Aug. 2, 
“I do not choose.” That had already 
become a classic, a familiar quota- 
tion. Hosea Biglow would have rel- 
ished it. Those saturated in the 
Yankee dialect would have scorned 
to put a gloss on words which, they 
would have maintained, speak for 
themselves. But a doubt persisted 
in many mighty Republican minds, 
and the President finally felt it 
necessary to remove it. So he 
bluntly told the Republican Com- 
mitteemen that his statement of 
Aug. 2 “ stands.”. He spoke of it as a 
“ decision,” which, he quietly added, 
“will be respected.” Then he pro- 
ceeded to point out the duty of the 
party to select ‘ another candidate,” 
since the President now regards 
himself as one who “ had been elimi- 
nated” by his compact little utter- 
ance of Aug.. 2. 

Doubtless there wiil still be a few 
Republican politicians inclined to be- 
lieve that the President may yet be 
induced or forced to accept another 
nomination. But of them it is cer- 
tain that the President will say, 
the phrase of CROMWELL, “ Let not 
my soul enter into their counsels.” 
They cannot work for him even in 
secret with his consent. They will 
have to twist his latest words out 
of all their natural meaning, and 
will have to make him out the most 
tortuous and unscrupulous of pub- 
lic men, if they further allege that 
he is seeking to bring about a situ- 
ation in which the National Conven- 
tion will turn to him in desperation.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 


President COOLIDGE himself frankly 
expressed regret that his annual 
message to Congress was so long. 
All that can be done is to indicate 
his more important recommenda- 
tions and policies. The tone of the 
whole is what we have been led to 
expect of Mr. COOLIDGE, and what 
the country has repeatedly approved 
—cautious, conservative, prudent, 
unsensational. The old saying might 
be revised to read that the nation is 
happy whose Presidential messages 
are unexciting. 

First making a rapid survey of the 
industrial condition of the country 
and the state of public finances, the 
President does not draw a wholly 
rosy picture. It is, however, in ac- 
cord with the known facts, which 
give ample ground for his expecta- 
tion that “a comfortable prosperity 
will continue.” But he properly 
stresses the need of continuing also 
economy in Government expendi- 
tures, and of keeping a full Treas- 
ury. Turning to the question of tax 
reduction, he states that he gives his

CONSERVATION AND GAME. 


The fourteenth annual session of 
the National Game Conference, un- 
der the auspices of the American 
has 
again brought about discussion of 
one of the most important problems 
of conservation—the breeding of 
game. Until recently the public has 
been inclined to look upon conserva- 
tion, whether of wild life or of for- 
ests, as a purely protective plan. To 
conserve has been felt to be the be- 
all and the end-all. But it is, in fact, 
only the first step. It is necessary not 
only to protect what remains of the 
game and of the forests from further 
depredations, but to do everything 
In 
the case of game this may be done 
by setting aside breeding grounds 
and refuges, or prohibiting all hunt- 
ing for stated periods, or conducting 
a special campaign against “ ver- 
min” or animals that, like the wild- 
cats and cougars, prey on game. 
Concerning forests 
careful lumbering and clearing of 
tracts so as to aid new growth, or it 
may require reforestation. 

A natural reaction from the period 
of reckless destruction of game and 
natural resources in this country 
was a swing toward an absolute veto 
Fortunately, we are

million and a ‘half when she herself. 
had a population of only five mil- 
lions, and they impoverished by war 
and by the interruption of com- 
merce. Moreover, it was not merely 
those of their own Hellenic stock to 
whom they gave such welcome as 
they could. Armenians were treated 
in like manner with the Greeks who 
for generations and centuries had 
lived outside of the Greek mainland. 
No ancient Greek dramatist or his- 
torian had such a theme as the in- 
cidents of this mighty migration 
and repatriation. And there has 
been a minor theme, telling of the 
tender mercy shown all through 
these years, and especially by the 
Near East Relief and the American 
Red Cross, toward children. An un- 
imagined flame of international 
kindness has been lighted in the 
hearts of hundreds of thousands. 

The granting of loans for main- 
taining warfare on those far coasts 
had approval of the American Gov- 
ernment in 1917. It can hardly be 
argued that there is less justifica- 
tion for the granting of this fraction 
of the remainder of the original 
pledge, now that Greece has herself 
long since repudiated those who cost 
her this temporary help from Amer- 
ica. With this grant of a new loan 
is coupled the funding of the whole 
debt of Greece to the United States 
on terms similar to those made with 
other debtor nations. This whole 
plan awaits the approval of Con- 
gress, but there should be no delay 
in giving sanction to a loan which 
will do a thousand times more good 
in the constructive work of peace 
than even the larger sum could have 
accomplished in the pursuit of the 
original purpose, and assist ulti- 
mately inthe repayment of the 
whole loan. 


PROGRESS IN WELL-BEING. 


Dean KIMBALL of Cornell told the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers that the remarkable in- 
crease in American production 
brings into sight, for the first time in 
the history of the world, the abolition 
of poverty. The forecast cannot be 
dismissed by calling upon the speak- 
er for a definition of “‘ poverty.” To 
argue that the word needs redefini- 
tion is to admit that the problem is 
being solved. The poor, who will be 
with us for many years to come, will 
be poor by comparison with a rising 
standard of. living. But it will not 


which history has understood by 
poverty. 

Not only in the United States, and 
not only among optimistic support- 
ers of the present economic system, 
is the steady upliftment of the 
masses admitted. The old Marxian 
theory of the rich growing richer and 
the poor poorer has gone into the 
discard. The Socialist argument to- 
day stresses not “misery” but jus- 
tice. It is confessed that the masses 
are better off than they used to be, 
but contended that the well-to-do are 
still better off than they used to be; 
the masses are not getting their 
“just” share of the social product. 
That is a different question. 

The increased well-being of the 
American people in the twentieth 
century hardly needs arguing. Yet 
seldom has there been such a suc- 
cinct picture of progress as that 
presented by E. DANA DURAND, 
Chief of the Division of Statistical 
Research in the Department of Com- 
merce. Between 1899 and 1925 the 
yield of American effort in agricul- 
ture, mining, manufactures and 
transportation has risen 140 per 
cent.; that is to say, it is nearly 
two and a half times what it was at 
the beginning of the century. Popu- 
lation in the same period has in- 
creased 55 per cent., so that the in- 
crease in per capita output has been 
also 55 per cent. That has been ac- 
companied by a probable reduction 
of the working day in all industry of 
15 per cent., and by the transference 
of possibly 3,000,000 persons from 
industry to commerce, chiefly in the 
marketing and subsidiary callings 
connected with the automobile in- 
dustry. 

The concrete effect on the Amer- 
ican standard of living is portrayed 
in another chapte: of the Hoover re- 
port comparing 1919 with 1926. In 
that period per capita life insurance 
has nearly doubled, savings deposits 
have gone up 50 per cent., building

THE WESTWARD STAR OF 
SCIENCE. 

Professor CATTELL announces a 
new edition of his “ Biographical 
“Directory of American Men of 
“Science.” To the thousand names 
selected in 1903 and chosen again in 
1909 there have been added 601. 
The requirements for admission are 
severer. In the first editions one- 
quarter of our scientific men were 
included. Now the proportion is but 
a twelfth. 

After having carefully studied the 
origin of the 601 new wearers of 
scientific laurels Professor CATTELL 
reaches the conclusion, which he 
sets forth in Science, that the East 
is losing ground. Although Harvard 
still maintains its leadership in sci- 
ence, not only as a whole, but in 
nearly every scientific department, 
the torch of scientific learning burns 
less brightly in New England than of 
old. Her rural population “ is becom- 
ing intellectually sterile.’ Even the 
showing of New York and the other 
Middle Atlantic States is not what 
might be expected in view of their 
wealth and population. As for the 
South Atlantic, South Central and 
Western divisions, they are still 
far behind despite the strides they 
have made in twenty years. It is to 
Hilinois, Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri 
Kansas and Nebraska that we must 
henceforth look for our original 
thinkers. There the Copes, Marshes, 
Shalers and Grays of future Ameri- 
can science will be born and reared 
Is it not worthy of note that three 
Nobel prizes have gone to Chicago, 
the latest being that awarded to Pro- 
fessor ARTHUR H. COMPTON? 

Having paid statistical homage to 
the North Central States, Professor 
CATTELL proceeds to appraise the in- 
debtedness of his 601 new laureates 
to Europe. One hundred percenters 
will be gratified to learn that fewer 
Americans now go abroad to com- 
plete their scientific education. Does 
this mean that our universities are 
now able to meet all requirements? 
Professor CATTELL has his misgiv- 
ings. The fact may be evidence of 
a lesser devotion to the ideals of 
scholarship and research,” he com- 
ments, as he harks back to the 
remarkable florescence of German 
scholarship and research which dis- 
tinguished the nineteenth century. 
Possibly because he misses the spirit 
of his old master WUNDT, he seems 
to mourn the fact that of his 601 
new scientific celebrities only one 
has a degree from Berlin and none 
from Leipsic. 

Professor CATTELL holds demo- 
cratic institutions and the speciali- 
zation of science responsible for the 
virtual disappearance of brilliant 
amateurs from his list of scientific 
worthies. Once there were eighteen 
of them in this country. Now there 
is but one. Yet Professor CATTELL 
admits that never could we here have 
mustered such amateurs as DARWIN, 
GALTON, RAYLEIGH and HUGGINS. 

Perhaps Professor CATTELL’S most 
significant discovery is that of the 
demands now made by our great 
privately endowed research institu- 
tions and industrial laboratories on. 
scientific ability. The development 
of the Rockefeller, Carnegie and 
other foundations and of such labora- 
tories as those of the General Elec- 
tric and American Telephone and 
Telegraph Companies is rightly re- 
garded as the most notable of the 
present century, so far as science is 
concerned. Although most scientif- 
ically trained men still make their 
careers as teachers, the universities 
will find it hard to meet the competi- 
tion of the research institutions, if 
faculties are to be composed only 
of first-class men.

It must have been 
good news to the com- 
posers of Tin Pan Al- 
ley to hear that the 
National Federation of 
Music Clubs has taken no official 
action toward the suppression of 
jazz.

It 
should be allowed, even encouraged, 
to snort and jangle in night clubs, 
dance halls and on the musical com- 
edy stage. But it must keep its 
brassy hands off the classics, or walk- 
ing delegates from the music clubs 
will do something official. 

Many lovers of the great music of 
the past feel that the jazz musicians 
know nothing of its noble appeal. 
If they had heard it they must have 
learned to love it. This may be true 
of many of those who know jazz only 
as a tune for dancing. It is not true 
of some of the jazz composers. Harry 


TierNey had heard Chopin when he 
wrote the music for ‘‘Irene,’’ and 
many another successful composer 
has drawn inspiration from earlier 
and better writers. In the case of 
certain classics which lend them- 
selves easily to syncopation, it might 
be better to tell the Tin Pan Alley 
boys to go ahead, and give credit, 
than to forbid them, and then hear 
the older melody reproduced as an 
original.

has stressed the fact that-we have no 
adequate information as to the extent 
of the ‘crime problem. This state of 
affairs is. lamentably ‘true. However, 
not only is there a dearth of informa- 

tion as to the scope of the crime evil, 

but little data exists in-regard to the 
causation of crime and the efficacy 
of the agencies for the apprehension, 
prosecution, conviction and correc- 
tion of criminals. Moreover, we need 
facts which will not only make pos- 


crime, but also vital knowledge which 
will facilitate social action for. the 
prevention and treatment of crime. 

The modern school of criminology 
has been accused of pampering the 
criminal because it has demanded full 
‘information as to his character, en- 
vironment and career, and because it 
has contended that crime is so com- 
plicated that legislation alone will not 
supply the remedy. 

The ‘modern criminologist main- 
tains that all of the factors contribut- 
ing to criminality must be understood 
and. studied before any effective and 
permanent solution can be worked 
out, His focus of attention is not the 
criminal, but the welfare of the body 
politic, which must not only be pro- 
tected, but also be relieved of the op- 
pressive burden of providing ever in- 
creasing machinery for the detection, 
conviction and housing of criminals. 
He is perhaps even more basically 
concerned to decrease the perennial 
crop of criminals—the children of yes- 
terday—and to save from a life of 
crime the children of today. 

If the National Crime Commission 
succeeds in impressing upon the 
American public a realization of the 
staggering complexities and difficul- 
ties of the crime problem, and con- 
vinces it of the necessity for main- 
taining a judicial attitude, for avoid- 
ing ill-considered legislation and 
favoring a comprehensive and thor- 
oughgoing program of social amelio- 
ration, it will have well justified its 
existence. However, its field of use- 
fulness is wide, and the fact that the 
commission has emphasized the in- 
dispensable requirement of all scien- 
tific procedure, namely, that of de- 
manding .exact information; gives 
hope of progress.

I hold no brief tor the outlawry of 
war, except as part of a wider move- 
ment; but this constitutional objec- 
tion would serve to defeat any plan 
whatever for maintaining peace, It 
should therefore be answered. 

, It is not. necessary to enter into 
the: long-standing debate as to 
whether the Constitution or a treaty 
would prevail in case of a conflict. 
Mr. Penfield ddmitted that a treaty, 
properly. made, would. be binding 
upon us, whéther in accord with the 
Constitution or:not. I) would, how- 
ever, suggest that in the migratory 
bird treaty situation, Congress was 
permitted, :under a treaty, to as- 
sume a power which the Supreme 
Court: had previously denied to ‘it. 
If this could be done with. regard to 
birds, why not in any case? © 

Aside from. that. question, it is a 
known principle that the 
Congress must be regarded as either 
mandatory or permissive; the power 
to declare war belonging obviously 
to the latter class. It is a further 
principle of judicial. interpretation 
that the Constitution grants no un- 
limited powers. Certainly, the proper 
exercise of the treaty-making power 
hasbeen accepted by the court on 
Many occasions as setting valid 
limitations upon the exercise of this 
or that constitutional power. The 
court has equally said that inter- 
national law is part of the law of 
the. land and must be ‘enforced as 
such. 

This is no mere theory. Many ex- 
amples may: be cited: ‘The Constitu- 
tion gives to: Congress. the power to 
maintain a navy,.but this did not 
prevent the power being limited by 
treaty at the Washington Disarma- 
ment Conference. The particular 
clause here under discussion reads: 
(The Congress shall have power) ‘‘to 
declare war, grant letters of marque 
and reprisal’ and’ make rules con- 
cerning captures on land and water.’’ 
Letters of marque and reprisal ‘were 
declared by the Declaration of Paris 
in 1856 te be internationally illegal, 
and though the United States was 
not even a signatory, she has ac- 
cepted and observed this action as 
a rule of international law, thereby 
making a dead letter of this power 
granted to Congress. Rules concern- 
ing captures on land and water must 
conform with prize law, and while 
one may technically say that Con- 
gress still has the power to legislate, 
internally, upon these matters, stat- 
utes contrary to international law 
would produce responsibility and 
necessitate reparation, an obvious— 
and accepted—limitation upon the 
constitutional powers granted to Con- 
gress. 

If, in regard’ to these two portions 

of the clause granting to Congress 
the power to declare war, limitations 
have nevertheless been established, 
what can there be sacred about the 
other part of the same clause, the 
power to declare war? As a matter 
of fact, not even this clause escapes 
precedent. The so-called Bryan 
treaties bind the United States ‘‘not 
to declare war or begin hostilities” 
until (1) diplomatic negotiations have 
failed, or (2) the international com- 
mission has reported, within one 
year. 
In the face of these precedents it 
might be replied that the present 
movement to outlaw war would not 
merely limit but destroy a power of 
Congress. Even so, it is a permis- 
sive power only. If the nation, 
through another agency, decides that 
there is no occasion upon which the 
power may be exercised, there is no 
room for complaint. But it may 
further be said that no practicable 
plan for the outlawry of war would 
call for the complete elimination of 
war. It must always be reserved 
for the protection of a legal right 
—just as force is abolished between 
individuals, but. permitted to the 
policeman. Neither the Shotwell- 
Chamberlain draft treaty nor the 
Capper resolution proposes the com- 
plete abolition of war. 

But while there is ample legal prec- 


suppose that this constitutional ob- 
jection were valid. Is it not con- 
ceivable that the Constitution could 
be changed for such a desirable end 
as the realization of peace in the 
world? Such an idéa:does not secm 
to have occurred to the gentlemen 
who raise the objection. If they con- 
sider the Constitution to be immu-

‘St. Luke’s Hospital 
reported twelve new patients directly 
traceable to the cancer campaign. 

*“*‘About sixty new cases are report- 
ed at Memorial Hospital, which is 
planning the preparation of a special 
report as a result of the campaign. 
A ‘decided increase’ in cancer - 
tients was reported by the Vanderbilt 
Clinic.. Lincoin bape dew reported an 
increase of twenty 2, pee nts. Among 
the hospitals. reporting from two to 
five new patients as a result of the 
cancer campaign were Lutheran, 
Mount Sinaf, Lenox Hill, Roosevelt, 
Brooklyn, ‘Bushwick (Brooklyn), 
Beekman and Woman’s Hospital. 

“Not all the applicants for exam- 
inations “at the hospitals throughout 
the city were found to have cancer. 
It was impossible to obtain definite 
figures, but experience in other cities 
during cancer campaigns indicates 
that most of those applying for ex- 
amination do not have cancer, al- 
though they may be suffering from 
some other condition which needs at- 
tention. For instance, only one can- 
cer case was discovered at the Beek- 
man Street Hospital among those ap- 
rlying for examination.

YONKERS ASKS BOARD

My. own conception ‘of the aiity 
of district attorney is.that in prose- 
cuting for crime,-we have no right 
to distinguish between persons for 
any reason -whatsoever, and I want 

“to make it plain that if-Connolly; 
Phillips or any one else is involved, 
they will be prosecuted... 

It must be borne in mind that the: 
Jamaica sewer matter has a three-. 
fold aspect: |. 

(1). It has a.civil status that the 
taxpayers are -working. out ‘before 
the ‘Board of A&sessors, ana°I am 
in hearty sympathy with ‘them in 
their efforts.

CONTRACT FOR ‘STORY’ 
“KEEPS DOTY SILENT 


Forsiga, Legionary. Is Eager to 
Talk, but Body Guard Protects 
Deal His Lawyer Made Here. 


MARSEILLES, France, Dec, : 6 
(?).—Bennett J. Doty, free from 
firing squads and the Foreign Legion 
and anxious to ‘‘see everybody and 
talk to everybody,’’ is still a be- 
wildered prisoner,. this time of cer- 
tain friends and literary agents. 

The Mississippian feels that some 
writers are born, some are made and 
some’ have writing thrust upon them. 
He found himself in the last class 
when he came from Sidi-Bel-Abbes 
to have his status changed from that 
of a soldier of the Legion to that of 
an American going home. 

Advised, by Wesley Frost, American 
Consul General, of a.cable from his 
attorney saying that his ‘‘story’’ had 
been sold to a newspaper syndicate, 
Doty was‘ warned to remain silent. 

To the waiting newspaper men Mr. 
Frost said’ ‘‘no, admittance’’ after 
they had waited for an hour while 
the.

Information concerning. spot- 
ters will be turned over to the Tran- 
sit Commission by the Amalga- 
mated Association, which already 
has petitioned the Transit Commis- 
sion to start‘an investigation to de- 
termine whether the Interborough is 
spending city moriey to maintain. an 
espionage’ system over the’ Amalga- 
mated Association. 

‘“‘We are hopeful also: that the po- 
lice may ‘take a hand in this situa- 
tion,”’ said James H. Coleman. or- 
ganizer for the Amalgamated. ‘‘These 
detectives and company agents en- 
gage in mass picketing, 300 strong, 
in front of our meetings.

Rubinzahl Gets Twenty Years to 
Life After Being:Allowed Lesser 
Plea for Aiding State. 


‘With a broad .smile on: his ‘face, 
Joseph Lefkowitz, convicted’ of the 
murder of Benjamin Goldstejn last 
August in Gravesend Bay, heard *Su- 
preme Court Justice Hafry Lewi§ in 
Brooklyn yesterday sentence him -:to 
death in the electric chair during: the 
week of Jan. 9. 

Irving Rubinzahl, his, 19-year-old 
accomplice who ‘pushed Goldstein 
into the water, pleaded guilty to sec- 
ond degree murder and was sen- 
tenced to from twenty years to life 
in Sing Sing. Rubinzahl turned 
State’s evidence and exploded the 
older man’s alibi, in return for 
which he received ‘the lesser: sen- 
tence. Harry Greenberg, who was 
in the boat. with Rubinzahl’ and 
Goldberg, was acquitted last week 
at his joint trial with Lefkowitz. 

‘William Lurrie,. attorney for the 
Goldstein family, announced that he 
would try to collect the $70,000 insur- 
ance on Goldstein’s life, since some 
of the policies named his mother as 
beneficiary. The insurance money 
supplied the motivation for the mur- 
der plot that resulted in Goldstein’s 
death, it was shown at: the. trial. 
Justice Lewis told Lefkowitz .that 
the Court had nothing to say except 
that he had had a fair trial and that 
the at agreed with the jury’s ver- 
dict o Rubinzahl,, Justice Lewis 
said that his help to the State war- 
ranted acceptance of the lesser plea, 
which was the only consideration to 
which he was entitled. 

Lefkowitz and Rubinzahl were put 
on a train for Sing Sing immediately 
after sentence had heen pronounced. 
Counsel for Lefkowitz is now prepar- 
ing an appeal.

Both Cars Were Crowded. 


Both’ cars were of the Summit Ave- 
nue line and ‘were’ crowded «with 
Manhattan-bound workers on their 
way to the tube station at Hoboken. 
The car in charge of Frederick 
Wright, 24 years old, of 1,199 Summit 
Avenue, Jersey: City, left the Pali- 
sade Avenue station in Jersey 
Heights shortly after 7:35 A. M. It 
went on the trestle, which is 110 feet 
‘high there, slowly,;as required by 
eledeeh es: Beha regulations.

A‘slab of ice, nearly a yard wide 
and.a foot thick, formed of,Sunday’s 
sleet on :the ledge of a twentieth- 
story window of the Bush Terminal 
Building, .130 West Forty-second 
Street, was dislodged ‘yesterday af- 
ternoon when the ice began to melt, 
dropped and crashed through the top 
of a large sedan which had just been 
driven up to ‘the curb by Kevie 
Frankel, an attorney of 113.

Through all the ups-and downs of 
sentimentality and the confusions of 
thought in “Trigger,” played at the 
Little last evening, Claiborne Foster 
snarls and ‘sputters engagingly—half 
wildcat anda half’ evangelist. Such 
are the varieties of religious experi- 
ence in Lula Vollmer’s play that Miss 
Foster appears ‘alternately ‘as (a 
South Carolinian brat, a_ little 
mother, aS the phrase goes, a 
romantic, moon-struck . baggage, an 
evil witch and a healer; and after 
common sensé has disabused the 
playgoer’s mind of all Nlusions;about 
supernatural forces the last line in 
the play restores them again. But 
‘Miss Foster. resolves all the ill-as- 
sorted elements of the drama into a 
bright, gawky bit of mountain white 
trash.’ And for those with strong 
stomachs ‘Trigger’ as a play 
scaréely Matters at all. 

One suspects that the text,» written 
by theduthor of ‘‘Sun-Up,”” has had 
the ‘“‘miseries’” on its way ‘to the 
stage. It has to do with a gauche 
little girl of the niountains, Trigger, 
who excels in throwing stones and 
opproblovis epithets at everyone in 
sight, but who is fanatically relig- 
ious for’ all that. ‘‘I am bad,” she 
“snarls at one of her neighbors, ‘‘and 
‘you ain’t right in the head.””’ Some- 
times the play seems that way, too. 

All the inhabitants of this little 
mountain village believe that witches 
have cast a spell over it—fortunately 
a beneficent spell that keeps death 
and illness away. Ultimately the 
source of this weird farce appears 
to be (or perhaps not) Trigger’s 
faith in her Sunday School cards 
with their biblical mottoes and her 

rayers spoken with the sincerest 

aith. How the play manages to in- 
volve her in a town feud over a baby 
she has stolen and healed and how 
she also becomes the one girl for 
whom a stolid engineer has been 
searching all these years, involves 
more prestidigitation than this re- 
viewer can detail. And probably it 
does not matter very much. Nothin 
matters very much in this world, af- 
ter all. : 

Without the two supervising en- 
ineers who happen to be camping 
hat way and who succumb to her 
curious charm, Trigger might have 
been driven out of town at the point 
of the posse’s rifles. One of them 
says, between thoughtful puffs of a 
discouraged pipe, that more than any 
woman he has ever met she has 
“it’’—not the ‘‘it,’’ apparently, of 
this mundane world, but the more 
elaborate ‘‘it’’ thet restores faith in 
cosmic forces. Well, perhaps she 
has. But to at least one skeptical 
ovserver this mysterious spell seems 
to be nothing more uncanny than 
Miss Foster’s regged and awkward 
ir-nersonation of a timeless part. 

For the most part the rest of the 
est comprises only the mountaineers 
and bored high-class society neces- 
sary to keep the play in motion. And 
for the most part they are pleasantly 
acted. But Minor Watson, as a 
surly, deliberate-minded engineer 
with a deep voice, goes beyond mere 
 raag omg ogee to a more posers qual- 
ty in the play. Except for the iast 
scene, which puts honeyed words in 
his mouth too strong for squeamish 
ears, he makes a delightful vagabond 
of the more cultured, nicely laun- 
dered school. For the playwright he is 
an anchor to windward. Miss Foster 
and Mr. Watson are worth a slightly 
giddy. evening amid witchcraft and 

he sentimentalities which our best 
people nowadays find trying on 
starched linen.

“But let me point out that impor- 
tant constitutional. rights are in- 
volved in license denials and trans- 
fers, and that in some cases court 
action could be expected. Licenses 
have not been denied because, if they 


had been, the commission would 
have been tied up in court actions 
and injunctions before’ some of the 
channels could be cleared. Now, how- 
ever, the commission finds itself in 
an entirely different situation. Court 
actions cannot now interfere with the 
work that has been ‘accomplished ‘in

The series 
started in 1881, when Harvard won 
LJ one touchdown, In 1883 Harvard 
defeated Michigan, 3 to 0; in 1895, 
4 to 0, and in 1914, 7 to 0. All four 
games were played on. Harvard’s 
gridiron. 

The game scheduled to be played 
at Ann Arbor will mark the first

the latter’s field. It will aiso be the 
first time, with one exception, that 
a'Haryard football team has made 
such a long trip.

Boston Hartford

The really important incidents of 
the day which concerned the finan- 
to Wall Street until the Stock Icx- 

had closed yesterday, after 
an uncertain but mainly downward 
ement of prices. These incidents 
—Mr. Coolidge’s positive reaffirma- 


port to England, and a rather strik- 
ing statement of steel production in 
Novembes—may or may not be re- 
garded as vital considerations by the 
Stock Exchange. The steel output 
figures were only a little smaller 
than had already been predicted, the 
President merely repeated in other 
language his declaration of Aug. 11, 
and the gold shipment to London will 
eacite no great surprise unless for | 
its occurrence earlier than had been 
expected. But yesterday’s :tock mar- 
ket had no chance to interpret any 
of them. 

Whether Wall Street has rested on 
the belief that Mr. Coolidge would 
eventually be ‘‘drafted,’’ or whether 
it merely reckoned on absence of 
political disturbances because of the 
country’s prosperity, is a matter of 
conjecture. All that can be said of 
his latest dezlaration is that it will 
at all events open more definitely the 
preliminary campaign. The engage- 
ment of $1,000,000 gold for England 
will presumably be taken as a matter 
of course, given the tendencies shown 
by the recent sterling market. It is 
in a sense a historic event, however, 
because this is the first occasion 
since the war broke out when Lon- 
don has drawn gold from here on 
the basis of exchange. 

London obtained some $18,000,000. 
gold from New York in the four or 
five months before England’s return 
to gold payments in April, 1925, but 
that gold was not a commercial 
operation; it went out with sterling 
around $4.70 and was therefore 
bought like a commodity. In the 
months of financial disturbance im- 
mediately prior to England’s entry 
into war, London drew $28,000,000 
gold from the United States, with 
sterling about at the present figure. 
But we sent practically no gold at all 
to England between the Spring of 
1910 and the early months of 1914— 
which shows how notable an ‘occur- 
rence is this present movement. Con- 
jecture will now direct itself pri- 
marily to the question how large the 
total shipment to the London mar- 
ket will be, and what will be the 
grand total of the season’s gold ex- 
port from our reserves to all foreign 
ports. 

The nature of yesterday’s report by 
the Iron and Steel Institute, on the 
country’s production of steel in No- 
vember, had been foreshadowed by 
the heavy decrease shown last week 
in the iron output, but the steel com- 
parisons were not the less impres- 
sive. But the figure, 3,101,764 tons, 
was lower than expected. It was 
not only the smallest reported for 
November since 1922, but, what is 
more surprising, it was less than in 
any month since July of 1925. Com- 
pared with last July, the previous 
low record of the present year, the 
falling-off was 76,578 tons, or 2% per 
cent.; the decrease from November, 
1926, was 16% per cent., and 20% per 
cent. from November; 1925. 

These somewhat startling compari- 
sons would mean more if the steel 
trade’s ups and downs in recent 
years had been of the pre-war 
character, and especially if the de- 
cline had occurred after great ac- 
cumulation of unsold supplies. But 
in both regards, the recent history 
of the trade has diverved from old 
traditions. As lately as 1924, month- 
ly production was more than cut in 
two between March and July, yet 
six months later the output was back 
at the March figure. The one prob- 
lem which has not beset steel manu- 
facturers this year has been the dis- 
posal of supplies accumulated in ex- 
cess of visible demand. ‘Decreased 
demand stands alone as the govern- 
ing influence. Yet it has to be ad- 
mitted that the course of demand is 
a sufficiently puzzling phenomenon 
by itself. 

Yesterday’s stock market was ex- 
tremely irregular, with a downward 
trend in many active shares; not 
running further than 2 or 3 points, 
however. Several stocks recovered 
substantially at the last. United 
States Steel rose 1% after declining 
1% and General Motors converted an 
early net loss of % into a final net 
gain of one:full point.

HITS MISSOURI DEPARTMENT 


Conventions of Commissioners, In- 
formation Clearing House and 
Executives Held Here. 


Charging that two St. Louis life 
insurance companies had‘ made inter- 
locking collateral loans ‘to’ directors, 
the aggregate amount being more 
than 50 per cent. of the par value of 
the capital stock in. each company, 
‘ Charles R. Detrick, Insurance Com- 
missioner of California, yesterday 
served notice to the Missouri Insur- 
ance Department at the meeting of 
insurance commissioners in the Hotel 
Astor, that he would examine the 
companies as of Dec. 31, 1927, to 
protect the California policy holders. 

The companies involved are the 
Continental Life Insurance Company 
and the International Life Insurance 
Company, both with home offices at 
St. Louis and operating in a number 
of States. Commissioner Detrick 
said: ‘‘No rush examinations by Mis- 
souri—a practice of that department, 
I have been told—will prevent the ex- 
aminations. Every State except Mis- 
souri will be invited to participate.”’ 

“‘For three years the California De- 

rtment has declined all invitations 
o join in convention examinations 
outside of California,’’ said. Commis- 
sioner Detrick, ‘‘because we trusted 
the other departments. In Novem- 
ber, 1926, in the regular course of his 
official duty, Professor A. H. Mow- 
bray of California made a study of a 
purported examination of the Inter- 
national Life Insurance Company 
and prepared a report to .Commis- 
sioner Ben Hyde of Missouri. 


Charges Admitted. 


“The following day the matter was 
brought up at the executive session 
of the Committee on Examinations in 
the presence of more than thirty 
Commissioners, ani departmental 
people in Los Angeles, who were 
holding a convention at the time. 
Later in the afternoon Commissioner 


Hyde admitted the truth of the re-

Bs Of Section 96 of the Insurance 
law, which provides that “life insur- 
ance companies may issue.new - 
cies for a certain amount, depen 
upon the volume of business written 
during the preceding year.’’ James 
A..

‘You are hereby notified that from 
the statements of new business writ- 
ten during the first nine months of 
the, current year by various com- 
panies I am satisfied that insurance 
companies writing not less than 50 
per cent. of the. business will, in 
the normal course of their business, 
reach the limits provided under Sec- 
tion 96. 

“This department, therefore, will 
give consideration to any application 
accompanied by a petition for the 
suspension of the limitations pro- 
vided. by law, in which the officers 
agree to certain restrictions estab- 
lished for their benefit. In addition 
to answering the questions pro- 
pounded by the department the ap- 
plicant should state the amount of 
‘ordinary’ life insurance issued and

M. May- 
rigsch, President of the trust and head 
of one of the largest Luxembourg 
steel works, is hopeful the differ- 
ences will be composed, although he 
admits that the entente has not yet 
succeeded in the fashion anticipated 
for it when it was formed last year. 

“The spirit of entente which 
reigns within the trust will, I think, 
lead us to compromise,’’ he said re- 
cently. ‘‘The trust must operate and 
it is up to the leaders to see that 
it does. If Germany carried out 
her threat to seli indevendently in 
the world markets the _ situation 
would indeed be disquieting. For 
this and other vital reasons the 
unit sales system, which is the very 
backbone of the trust must be set 
up immediately. Without this prices 
cannot be reduced nor production 
controlled. 

‘Germany is insisting upon main- 
taining her super-production sched- 
ule and now that the German. home 
markets’ are depressed she has only 
outside markets to look to. 

“The situation is difficult, but I 
think we shall come out of it all 
right.”’

Gov. Martin to Break Ground Friday 
for Southern Company Plant. 


Bror G. Dahlberg, President of | 
the Celotex Company and: associated | 
corporations announced at the Hotel 
Ambassador yesterday that on Fri-| 
day Governor Martin of Florida | 
would break ground at Clewiston, | 
Fla., for a $3,500,000 sugar mill of | 
the Southern Sugar Company, of 
which Mr. Dahlberg is President. 
When the mill is completed in No- 
vember, 1928, Mr. Dahlberg said, 
it will turn out 1,500 tons of raw) 
sugar daily from cane grown in| 
drained land in the formerly use- | 
less swamps of the Everglades. : 

Celotex, Mr. Dahlberg’s chief in- 
terest, is a synthetic lumber com- 
position made from the fibre of 
sugar cane. His company has 
found it cheaper to grow its own 
sugar cane, selling the raw sugar as 
a side line. The company a few 
years ago began an experiment in 
sugar growing on 40,000 acres in the 
Everglades. 

“The result was the most startling 
sugar cane the world has ever pro- 
duced,’’ Mr. Dahlberg declared yes- 
terday. ‘‘Whereas we were able to 
get from 25 to 30 tons of sugar per 
acre in Louisiana, our Florida plan- 
tation yields from 75 to 90 tons an 
acre. Almost everywhere else the 
normal height of sugar cane is from 
8 to 10 feet, but our Clewiston plan- 
tation’ is growing stalks averaging 
16 feet in height.’’ 

Mr. Dahlberg attributed the pro- 
lific growth of Florida cane to near- 
ness to the tropics and a climate 
whieh allows twelve-month cultiva- 
tion of the cane, whereas it is pos- | 
sible to allow the cane to stand only | 
ae or ten months in other locali- | 
ies. 

The ground-breaking at Clewiston 
on Friday will be the occasion of a 
celebration in which chambers of 
commerce, civic organizations and 
Government departments of Florida 
will take part.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Dec. 6.— 
Enrique Santibanez, Mexican Consul 
General here, branded today as high- 


ly insulting the protest handed to 
him on Sunday by 500 members of 
the Mexican colony in San Antonio 
which denounced the alleged tyranny, 
suppression and murder practiced by 
the Calles régime. The protest bore 
several hundred signatures.

had requested, he said today that 
he would not send the document to 
the Mexican Executive. 

While he recognized the right of 
Mexicans to offer petitions, using all 
the energy they desire, he said, he 
could receive only those petitions 
which did not attack the conduct of 
any official, and especially that of the 
President. 

Sefior Santibanez added that Presi- 
dent Calles had been advised of Sun- 
day’s mas meeting, at which the peti- 
tion was presented.

Imports and Exports Drop, 
but Balance Is Favorable. 


PARIS, Dec. 6 ().—France is buy- 
ing less from foreign countries than 
she did during the spending spree of 
last year, when francs were cheap 
and plentiful. She is also exporting 
less, French articles costing foreign- 
ers more now than they did when 
the franc was lower. 

The reduction in exports has been 
less than the drop in imports, how- 
ever, another sign of the increasing 
soundness of the financial situation 
of the country under the Poincaré 
Government. 

For the first nine months of this 
year French imports declined by 
5,731,449,000 francs, or about 13 per 
cent. Compared with the same pe- 
riod in 1926, however, it should be 
taken into account that it cost fewer 
francs to buy the same thing abroad 
this year, e franc being 4 cents 
compared to an average between 
2% and 3% cents during the same pe-

State Commission of Correction 
Opposes Choice of Dumping 
Ground by City. 


REFUSE ALWAYS BURNING 


Place Described as Swarming With 


Rats—Bulldings There Now 
as nflammable. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, N. Y Dec. 6.—The State 
Commission of Correction does not 
believe that the new penitentiary 
which the City of New Yor:. 
build on Riker’s Island should: be 
placed there. John F. Tremain, Sec- 
retary, in a report which the com- 
mission has adopted, points out that 
so long as the island 4s ‘made the 
dumping ground for refuse from the 
city, that conditions will ¢ontinue to 
make it anything but an ideal site for 
the new pen:tentiary. 

‘‘Riker’s Island,’’ the report states, 
“in the East River, has been selected 
by the Department of Correction of 
the City of ..ew York as the site for 
a new penitentiary to take the place 
of the present penitentiary on Wel- 
fare Island, 

“The island, largely ‘made’ from 
the dum ofthe «city’s: refuse, 
contains ay imately Fr: pon 
which have { : t~ around the 
sixty or More acres which were 
originally acquired by the city more 
than forty years ago. It is upon this 
original section of the island that the 


city proposes to erect the new insti- 
tution. 


Inmates Level the Site. 


“Gangs of inmates are employed at 
present, leveling off the site. Sketch 
plans have been prepared for the 
building, but*beyond an initial appro- 
priation for the preparation of the 
site, no funds have been made 
available with which to prepare de- 
tail plans and begin construction. 

*‘Great piles of refuse tower above 
the proposed site, and move is being 
continually unloaded from the scows, 
which bring it up from the city, and 
carried to dumps by miniature trains. 
The work of unloading the scows 
is done by civilian labor, but. gangs 
of inmates from the institution are 
employed in leveling off the refuse 
as it slides from the cars. 

“Despite streams of water poured 
on this refuse, it is burning contin- 
uously and when the wind is in a 
certain direction, the smoke and 
stench are carried across to the 
group of buildings that comprise the 
Municipal Farm. 

“Swarms of flies are ever present 
in warm’ weather, and the place is 
continually infested with hundreds 
of rats, despite continued efforts to 
eradicate them. During the past 
season a field of corn was almost 
ruined by these rodents in a single 
night. A.number of cats and dogs 
serve, however, to keep the build- 
ings ‘almost. free from. these pests. 
The dumps are said to be ‘ettling 
at the rate of about four feet a year. 


' Much Work at Municipal Farm. 


“The Municipal Farm is one of the 
institutions in the Department of 
Correction which does not lack em- 
ployment, for its inmates. -_Work. on 
the dumps, excavation, the farm, 2 
piggery and institutional employment 
are sufficient to keep the men busy. 
Two new docks have been con- 
structed at Dump No. 2 4nd tracks 
are being laid with a view of dis- 
posing dirt and rock excavated in 
connection with subway operations 
in the city. 

“A new dormitory is being con- 
structed to be known as Dormitory 9. 
For several years the walls of this 
building have been standing,: but it 
never was completed. It has been 
roofed over with a wooden roof cov- 
ered with tin, but the heating and 
plumbing have not been installed. 

‘‘The present buildings were erect- 
ed more than twenty years. ago and 
were of a temporary character, as it 
was not determined at that time as 
to just what use the institution was 
to be put. A branch workhouse was 
established and prisoners were trans- 
ferred there for work on the dumps 
and in the development of the island. 
Later, it was used exclusively for the 
care and custody of drug addicts. 

“The decision to erect a new peni- 
tentiary on the island made it neces- 
sary to have able-bodied inmates to 
do this work, and the drug addicts 
were transferred to the Correction 
Hospital and to the Reformatory 
Prison on Hart’s Island. Nearly all

German Engineer Hopes to Get

Eduard Mossner, chief engineer of 
the Winkler Works of Berlin, arrived 
esterday on the Westphalia of the 
burg-American Line with a new 
type of life raft for which he has 
the basic patent in the United States. 
He will take it to Washington and 
ve demonstrations before represen- 
tives of the War Department in 
the hope of: getting the Government 
to adopt these rafts for heavy pon- 
toon -bridges,. rather..than the metal 
and wood ome gg now. used. 

In expla ope. Be & past) grok or tap of 
his raft the German engineer. said 
that the material only was rubber- 
ized cotton; that the rafts were made 
in compartments rather than employ- 
ing one huge innertube, and that 
the invention was not only unsink- 
able but also could not capsize in 
the roughest séa. 

He said the German Department of 
Commerce, which supervises: -ship- 
ping, had witnessed the test of these 
rafts with a view to eanipping ocean 
steamships with them one test 
with a machine gun, Mossner said, 
after eight of the tweive compart- 
ments. had been punctured the re- 
ay four kept the raft afloat. 

The inventor added that he was 
going to Eatistel eee with two. of 
the rafts he had brought with him, 
one weighing sixty pounds deflated, 
which is to support forty persons, 
and another, weighin twenty 
eye deflated, shaped like a canoe 

which a motor can be attached. 
The rafts were first tested in 1913.

STATUS OF PILOT, DEFINED. 


As Ship’s Master He Is Ruled to Be 
Ineligible for Compensation. 


The United States Employers’ Com- 
pensation Commission has decided 
that a pilot temporarily in charge of 
a vessel is of the vessel and 
thus is not eligible to compensation 
under the Longshorémen's and Har- 
bor.....Workers’..,. Compensation. . act, 
which excepts any ‘‘master or mem- 
ber of a crew” 

The question submitted to the com- 
mission was whether or not injuries 
sustained» by pilots.boarding vessels 
at sea or in port came. within the 
benefits of the act, such pilots being 
taken aboard to conduct vessels. into 
or away from ports. A previous case 
was cited in vzhich the pilot’s status 
was given as follows: 

‘The pilot is an officer of the ship 
when on board to pilot the vessel to 
or from thé sea, and the crew’are 
bound to obey his orders as such; but 
when the captain is on board he is 
master of the vessel and the orders 
of the pilot are'in law considered as 
the master’s,’’
